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GUIDE TO FRENCH BATTLEFIELDS. 


American Guide Book to France and Its Battlefields, 
by BE. B. Garey, O. O. Ellis and R. V. D. Magoffin (The 
Maemillan Co.: New York). There is one very distine- 
tive advantage in particular which this guide book pos- 
sesses over many others in that it is written by men who 
are ast, eal thoroughly conversant with that of which 
they write, but who actually spent many long months in 
military operations in the district they describe, thus 
bringing to their subject knowledge gained by practical 
experience. Capt. E. B. Garey, U.S.A., served with the 
rank of lieutenant colonel in the A..F.; as did Major 
O. O. Ellis, U.S.A., while a captain. R. V. D. Magoffin, 
who is a lieutenant colonel in the Reserve Corps, is as- 
sociate professor of history in Joins Hopkins University. 
These gentlemen have done their work well. No better 
guide book to American battlefields in France has been 
produced. With a warm endorsement of the volume, 
Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., contributes a fore- 
word, observing that to the men who fought in the battles 
mentioned and to their families and friends the book will 
make a special appeal. In a preface the authors express 
their obligations to General Wood, Brig. Gen. Charles 

Muir, Cols. W. H. Gordon, M. L. Hersey and ©. S. 
Farnsworth,‘ Major J. C. H. Lee, Capts. R. H. Fletcher, 
jr., J. G. Taylor, R. P. Lemly and W. R. Wheeler, U.S. 
A.; Rear Admiral Albert Ross, U.S.N.; Major Gen. John 
F. O’Ryan, N.Y.G.; Major Gen. W. P. Smith; Capt. A. 
D. Dupont, of the French army, Mme. Dupont, Lieuten- 
ant Hay, French army, and others. Many of the officers 
named served in France in the World War. Persons in- 
tending to visit France and the battlefields of the great 
conflict will find the book invaluable. It advises you as 
to “things to consider and do before you sail,” gives a 
special chapter on passports, tells of “a few important 
points that should be understood before arrival in France, 
conditions that will confront you upon landing,” tells of 
Paris and its life, amusements, shopping and side trips, 
gives a brief history of the World War, describes Cha- 
teau-Thierry, Soissons and Rheims, the British battle 
fronts and Belgium, Verdun, St. Mihiel and the Argonne- 
Meuse, Coblenz, Switzerland, Provence, the Riviera and 
Italy, the chateau country of France, England and Lon- 
don. While the book covers all of France and its battle- 
fields, Part III, Divisional Histories, will be of special 
interest to the Service in that it gives a brief and ac- 
curate account and history of the operations of each divi- 
sion that reached France. This part is well supplied with 
new maps and the entire book is profusely illustrated. 
A record of the deeds of the Americans who fought so 
valiantly and of the winners of decorations is also given, 
together with much other data relating to the American 
divisions and colored plates of their individual insignia. 
An appendix contains much general pertinent informa- 
tion. Captain Garey and Major Ellis, it will be recalled, 
are the authors of the very popular “Plattsburg Manual” 
and the “Junior Plattsburg Manual.” Raymond and 
Whitcomb Co., Thomas Cook and Son and the American 
Express are recommending the present guide book, and 
the American Express Co. has ordered an edition with a 
view to giving vopies to its patrons.

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


Ready References to the Infantry Drill Regulations, 
by Col. Carl Reichmann, Inf., U.S.A., is the title of an 
excellent little book of fifty pages, published by the Wat- 
son Press, El Paso, Texas. The references deal with 
matter in the Provisional Drill Regulations of 1919, 


Chapters II, III and IV. The references are arranged 
in alphabetical order according to the main subject. Thus 
under the titles of “Advance,” “Attack,” “Approach,” 
“March,” etc., the various matters relating thereto, with 
the number of the page of the Infantry Drill Regulations 
dealing with the matter, are readily found under sub- 
heads. There are several hundred main heads, with ac- 
companying subjects with page references. It is a handy 
book for all who use the Infantry Drill Regulations. 

Bruce, by Albert Payson Terhune (BP. P. Dutton and 
Co.: New York). The story is that of a collie who 
served as a courier dog with a unit of the A.E.F., and 
who sacrificed his life purposely to save his men com- 
rades from surprise by a German force by drawing the 
fire of a German sniper who a few minutes before had 
erawled through the darkness and cut the throat of an 
American sentry. The dog followed the Hun to the Ger- 
man lines in the hope of gaining an opportunity to at- 
tack and revenge his dead master. 

Whither? or the British Dreyfus Case, by Major W. 
A. Adam (BE. P. Dutton and Co.: New York). Dedi- 
eated “With heartfelt sympathy to all who in the World 
War have lost those who are dear to them, victims of a 
system of bureaucracy nationally unsound and interna- 
tionally unsafe,” the author, who was for thirty years an 
officer in the British army, protests against the injus- 
tice he says he received at the hands of the Army Coun- 
cil following a series of misunderstandings with his com- 
manding officer in a lancer regiment in which Major Adam 
was a squadron commander, and which resulted, first, in 
his being retired on half pay and in January, 1917, be- 
ing gazetted out of the army, notwithstanding the efforts 
of Sir Edmund Allenby and Sir Archibald Murray, 
friends of his and former commanding officers of his 
regiment. He had counted on obtaining justice, he says, 
through the efforts of Lord Kitchener, but his hopes were 
blasted by the death of that noted officer in H.M:S. 
Hampshire, off the Orkney Islands. He declares the 
Army Council and other British officials have persistently 
refused to review his case and accord him the justice to 
which he claims he is entitled. He has therefore pre- 
sented his case to the public in book form, that it may 
judge of the correctness of his charge, that his treat- 
ment, to an extent, was similar to that which Captain 
Dreyfus received at the hands of the French War Minis- 
try, except that Major Adam still awaits the vindica- 
tion to which he asserts he is entitled. 

The Navy Everywhere, by Conrad Cato (E. P. Dut- 
ton and Co.: New York). A series of sketches of the 
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minor operations of the British navy in the World War 
against German colonies and German warships and 
auxiliaries along the east and west coast of Africa and 
on the coast of the Persian Gulf; of the work of naval 
batteries with the Serbian army; of the main armored 
cars co-operating with the Rumanians; of balloon units 
at Gallipoli; and against the Mac Mullah in Somaliland. 
Written for popular consumption by a British navy offi- 
cer these sketches admirably fulfil their aim, but they 
have little technical importance for that reason. 
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SOUND ADVICE TO ARMY ENLISTED MEN. 
General Kennedy’s Warning Against Desertion. 


Major Gen. Chase W. Kennedy, U.S.A., commanding 
the Panama Canal Department, in a recent general order 
to his command, publishes some excellent instructions to 
be followed by officers in giving informal talks to en- 
listed men under their command, relative to the serious- 
ness of desertion, etc. The method employed by General 
Kennedy in bringing home to new soldiers matters of 
such vital interest to them, we believe, will be of .gen- 
eral interest to the Army, and we accordingly reproduce 
his order in full, below: 


G.O. 28, HQRS. PANAMA CANAL DEPT., 

Quarry Heights, Balboa Heights, C.Z., June 24, 1920. 
_ 1. All enlisted men with less than one year’s service now 
in this department and all enlisted men hereafter joining any 
organization in this departmént as recruits or as privates of 
any class will, as soon as practicable after the receipt of this 
order or after joining their permanent organizations, be in- 
structed by the company commander in person as to desertion 
and its consequences, This instruction will be given in an 
informal talk, will be given to not more than five men at a 
time and will in general be imparted under circumstances 
which will result in the men feeling at ease and at entire 
liberty to ask questions’ and make comments. The officer 
giving the talk will assure himself by appropriate questions 
or otherwise that each man really understands and appreciates 
what is said. 

The instruction will follow the lines of Par. 2 of this order, 
but under no circumstances will the instruction consist in or 
include the reading of that section or any other matter. The 
instructions herein required will be in addition to and dis- 
rr eg from the explanations required by the 110th Article 
° ar. 

The fact that instruction in compliance with this order was 
given, the date it was given, and by whom will be noted on 
the service record of the soldier concerned, and a copy of 
such notation will be forwarded with any charges for de- 
sertion against him. 

Attention is directed to Sec. IV., Bulletin No. 4, War De- 
partment, 1918. 

2. (Note: For reasons which hereafter appear, this para- 
graph has been worded as simply as possible even at some 
sacrifice to style and legal accuracy.) 

When a soldier goes away or stays away from the place 
where he belongs, and has made up his mind not to go back, 
he is from that moment a deserter. 

It makes no difference if he goes to or joins another com- 
pany or enlists again. It makes no difference if he has a 
good ‘‘kick’’ coming about bad treatment, poor food or any- 
thing else. It makes no difference if he comes back the next 
day or the next hour or when things are going to suit him in 
the company. 

Some men think that it takes ten days’ absence without 
leave to make you a deserter. This is not so. What makes 
a desertion out of absence without leave is making up your 
mind to quit for good and it does not take ten days to do that. 

Do not let anyone talk you into trying to reach Colombia or 
Costa Rica, or to stowaway on some ship. Find out how far 
it is first and what they do to stowaways. 

If you desert in time of peace you may get a dishonorable 
discharge and as much as five years’ confinement. If convicted 
you lose everything the Government may owe you, including 
deposits, and you lose your insurance and rights to compensa- 
tion for disability. You may be tried for desertion in time of 
peace at any time within three years of the time you leave, 
not counting the time you are out of reach of military justice. 

If convicted of desertion in time of war you can be tried 
any time they catch you and if convicted you lose your citi- 
zenship and your right to become a citizen. You can never 
hold office under the United States and you can never exercise 
any of the rights of a citizen. You also may be sent to the 
penitentiary. ° 

If you, want a transfer and have got a good reason for 
wanting it, put in a letter telling about it. Your company 
commander will see that you get help in writing this letter. 
If you think you are not being treated right, go to your com- 
pany commander and tell him about it. If that does not do 
any good, go to your post or regimental commander or write 
a letter to the department commander, or tell the department 
inspector about it when he asks you if you have a complaint 
to make. 

If you do desert and think better of it, come back to your 
company .or report to some officer as soon as you can. The 
longer you wait the worse it may be for you. If you come 
back at once you may not be tried at all, and if you are tried 
the sentence will probably be much lighter than if you stay 
away a month or more. 

Liquor (‘‘booze’’) has a good deal to do with absence with- 
out leave and desertion. A sober man, if he has good sense, 
will go home when it is time and will not take a chance on 
deserting. 

Nearly all the hard stuff sold in Panama cities is nothing 
but plain alcohol with: chemicals in it to make it look and 
taste like the real thing. You may get it, of course, although 
it is against the law of Panama to sell or o it to you, but 
it is not worth the price and it may lead you into serious 
trouble which you will be sorry for the rest of your life. 
you want a drink take beer, and do not drink anything if you 
are not man enough to handle it without getting full. 

Do not try to bring beer or any intoxicating liquor into the 
Canal Zone. It is against a United States law to do this and 
if you are caught anywhere on the Zone, in or out of a post, 
with any of it in your possession you may get a fine of $1,000 
and six months’ confinement. If you do not happen to have 
the money, it will take you some time to work out that fine.

ToNAL SCHEMES FOR ARMY BUILDINGS. 

Under the commonplace title of “Painting of Wooden 
Buildings” the headquarters of the Hawaiian Depart- 
ment issues a bulletin which suggests that the general 
theory of camouflage has now become a part of the Army 
consciousness. The bulletin reads: “All wooden build- 
ings in this department will hereafter be painted as fol- 
lows: Body of building seal brown, trimmings light green, 
both being copied from the volcanic rock containing lichen 
found in great abundance at Fort Ruger and vicinity. 
In this connection it will be noticed that the lichen has 
two shades, the outer side being lighter than the inner., 
Of the two shades, the outer or lighter is preferable. The 
roofs of wooden buildings will be painted a soft grass 
green, a color now frequently used in Honolulu for roof 
painting. As an alternative to the above, wooden build- 
ings may be painted cream color, with ivory trimmings. 
This cream color, it should be noted, is not yellow, which 
will not be used hereafter. Buildings painted as above 
will have soft grass green roofs. The two sets of colors 
above mentioned will not be used indiscriminately. One 
or the other set will be chosen for each post, and adhered 
to according to local circumstances.”

The Comptroller | a out 
that the provision in Section 5 of the Act of May 18, 
1920, granting “one ration or commutation therefor in 
addition to that to which they are now entitled” to cer- 
tain grades of non-commissioned officers of the Marine 
Corps does not apply to the instant case since the extra 
ration allowed by the above mentioned act “is not a 
part of the men’s base pay nor a ‘permanent addition 
thereto.’ ”

SOLDIERS’ GRAVES IN FRANCE. 

Some interesting letters regarding the dead of the 27th 
and 30th Divisions, U.S.A., in various cemeteries in 
IVrance and Belgium from Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, 
commanding the New York Guard, have been received 
by officers of his staff in New York city. The General 
is at present overseas, accompanied by Lieut. Col. J. 
Mayhew Wainwright of his staff, on a mission for the 
state in connection with conditions of cemeteries in 
which the dead of the 27th Division are buried, and to 
obtain historical data in connection with the operations 
of the division. General O’Ryan is much against the re- 
moval of the dead to the United States, and what he 
says in connection with this matter is interesting and 
sound. He says in letters, in part: < 

“I have seen numbers of so-called exhumed bodies. 
There are no bodies, nor anything resembling a body. 
In most cases a few bones, sometimes white, sometimes 
half greasy black, sometimes with a few blobs of pulp, 
sometimes crumbling. Much depends upon the depth of 
the grave, the character of the soil and the amount of 
water. The soil in Picardy, as you know, is largely lime- 
stone and I imagine this stimulates complete disintegra- 
tion. 

“To my mind, the sentimental side of the cemetery 
proposition is quite clear. I think that the 27th and 
30th Divisions should have three joint cemeteries, the 
first Lijssenhoek (at Remy Siding, near Poperinghe), the 
second at Bony, the third at St. Souplet, and that the 
remains of all men who lost their lives in connection 
with, that is, in the engagements leading up to or result- 
ing from the Flanders operations, should be transferred 
to Remy. In like manner, all deaths connected with the 
battle of the Hindenburg Line to Bony, and all related 
to the battle of the La Selle River to St. Souplet. As 
remains are transferred they should be reinterred by 
companies and regiments, so far as possible, but no at- 
tempt made to disturb existing remains in the three cem- 
eteries named. If the families of our dead could know 
what we know of this whole thing ninety per cent. would 
favor this plan. : ; 

“large cemeteries are already established at the locali- 
ties mentioned and many ies were collected there 
from the smaller plots where they were first buried. 
The thought set forth is to effect a further concentration 
of remains now at smaller burial places at Abeele, Dingt, 
St. Emilie, Guillemont Farm, Busigny, or elsewhere, to 
the three principal cemeteries named. All of these were 
found to be maintained in excellent condition by care- 
takers of our own or the British Graves Services, fenced 
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inclosures laid off in grassy plots with gravel walks be- 
tween. A substantial and well painted white wooden 
cross or an upright with a six-pointed star (in the case 
of Hebrews) marks each grave, almost all of which, in 
addition, have a small American flag and are planted 
with flowers. 

“The apparent policy of the War Department for the 
concentration of all American dead in a few great ceme- 
teries, which would involve further transfer of remains 
to places with which there was no association in opera- 
tions, is strongly opposed by these officers and others of 
the 27th Division, who state that ‘We will only consent 
to this idea if compelled to,’ and that ‘Bony must never 
be disturbed.’ 

“Everywhere we go there are British cemeteries and 
they are being maintained where there are 100 or more 
bodies. The British plan is most impressive and is not 
expensive. No coflins, boxes or that sort of thing which 
are costing our Government so much and seem like mock- 
ery, when one realizes that there is almost nothing to go 
in them. The British will have all over France ceme- 
teries to remind the Belgians and French everywhere 
and always of their sacrifices. If we concentrate our 
American dead in two or three places this great feature 
will be missed, for the French do not travel about much, 
and 100 graves will serve in the future to remind the 
people of a locality of the old comradeship in arms as 
well as 1,000 or 20,000.”

NATIONAL GUARD RECRUITING. 


A new system of recruiting for the National Guard 
which has met with great success not only in securing 
desirable men, but in letting employers know important 
facts concerning the objects and value of a state mili- 
tary force, has been evolved and tried by the 7th Infan- 
try, New York Guard. Through the courtesy of Col. Wade 
H. Hays, commanding the 7th, we give an outline of the 
scheme so successfully tried out, and which should prove 





of value to state forces throughout the United States, ; 


especially as so many organizations are meeting with 
great difficulty in securing dependable recruits. 

A meeting of the veterans of the 7th was held some 
weeks ago in the armory in New York city, at which 
Colonel Hays requested their help in building up the 7th 
to the high prestige of its old pre-war standing. The 
veterans enthusiastically responded. Then an address 
list of numerous banks, insurance companies, steamship 
and railroad companies, large manufacturing firms, and 
firms that employed a large force was compiled, and 
committees of veterans were selected to visit the heads 
of such firms. Veterans who were versed in banking af- 
fairs, for example, would visit the head of a bank, those 
versed in mechanical or other pursuits would accord- 
ingly be selected to visit the heads of such firms, and so 
on. In as brief a time as possible the head of a firm 
was asked to. lend his aid in recruiting the 7th by en- 
couraging a certain percentage of his employees to join 
the regiment. The duties demanded of a man were thor- 
oughly explained, and an estimate of the ordinary time 
a man would be absent from his job was also given. The 
employer was also asked to grant the time required for 
military duty without loss of pay or loss of vacation. 
It was pointed out to the heads of firms that the exist- 
ence of a reliable state military force was an insurance 
to all firms, both great and small, and to citizens gener- 
ally, of necessary protection in case of riot and turmoil 
involving the possible loss of millions of dollars. The 
state should have a military force ready to reinforce the 
police promptly. A man performed his duty in joining 
a military organization for the protection of his fellow 
citizens, and it was up to the employer to do his part as 
a patriotic citizen by encouraging an employee to join, 
it was explained. In all cases only the heads of firms 
were seen, as this was considered the only proper method. 

The result of this campaign was suck a success that 
the heads of firms, with only about five exceptions, 
agreed to bring the matter to the attention of their em- 
ployees, and invite such as desiréd to join the 7th, agree- 
ing to let them perform the required amount of military 
duty without loss of pay or vacation. Up to this writ- 
ing 986 desirable men have thought favorably of the 
proposition to join the 7th at the commencement of the 
next fall drill season. It was thought best to select this 
time so as not to disturb the vacation arrangements 
made previously for this season by various employees. 
Some employers at first did not see the need of a Na- 
tional Guard and stated that they believed in compulsory 
military service. It was explained to such that it was 
believed the people at large did not desire compulsory 
military service at present, and that in addition to the 
Regular Army we now have the organization of a reli- 
able National Guard was the next best thing; and it is 
the only thing we have within reach which will give 
citizens a chance to obtain military training without too 
much loss of time from work. At. meetings of employees 
called by the heads of firms the advantage of military 
training was explained by veterans of the 7th, who also 
pointed out that many would find enlistment a stepping 
stone to a commission if they so desired. It was added 
that from the ranks of the 7th during the World War 
1,500 men were commissioned in the United States Army, 
a record without a parallel by one organization, with 
the exception of the U.S.M.A. From the groups of em- 
ployees about one in every twenty has promised to join 
the 7th, which is certainly a very bright outlook for the 
historic old organization. It was also explained to both 
the heads of firms and to employees that the Regular 
Army is taking the greatest interest in instructing the 
various state forces in their duties, both in the field and 
in armories, and that when a man finishes his three-year 
enlistment he will be a most competent soldier and will 
look with pride on the service he has performed. In all 
the talks to men and heads of firms nothing but facts 
were stated, and no attempt was made to make it ap- 
pear that joining the Guard was just a picnic. On the 
contrary, it was pointed out that a full performance of 
duty was desired, and that while there were many pleas- 
ant features in military service, and benefits to men 
physically, morally and mentally, it was a serious and 
honorable duty to be performed. .

Recorp Fiicut oF Navy SEAPLANES. 
Report has been filed with the Office of Operations, 
Navy Department, of a record flight made by three F-5-L 


Navy seaplanes on the Pacific coast. Flying from San 
Francisco to San Diego without stop the seaplanes made 
the distance in six hours and forty-five minutes. On the 


return trip to San Francisco one of the planes was 
forced to land on the water because of motor trouble and 
was delayed twenty minutes, and then continued without 
stop. The entire trip was so highly successful that it is 
believed the F-5-L type seaplane can be used for photw 
graphing the entire California coast. 
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JAPAN’S GROWING NAVY. 

The cable from Tokio, Japan, July 2, sent by the As- 
sociated Press announcing that a supplementary budget 
amounting to $84,000,000 will be asked for the navy of 
Japan, shows the desire of the government of that coun- 
try to still further increase its already pewerful navy. 
It is interesting to note that the new battleship Mutsu, 
of 33,000 tons displacement, laid down in 1918 and now 
afloat, is more powerfully armed than any warship in 
the British navy with the exception of the Hood, and is 
larger and faster, and as powerfully armed, as the latest 
U.S. battleship, the Maryland, launched on March 20 
last. ‘Phe. Mutsu carries a main battery of eight 16-inch 
guns, the same as the Maryland and her class, but has 
a speed estimated at twenty-three and one-half knots, 
against twenty-one knots, the estimated speed of the 
Maryland. The Mutsu has a length over all of 661 feet, 
against 621 feet for the Maryland. Her engines are 
geared turbines. 

In addition to the Mutsu, Japan hag seven other for- 
midable battleships under construction or about to be 
laid down, and the Nagato, among the number, was at 
last accounts about ready to float. When these capital 
ships are completed, the London Engineer points out, 
Japan will have seventeen powerful battleships, all but 
ene of which will carry main batteries of guns exceed- 
ing twelve inches in caliber. The ultimate aim of the 
Japanese government, as explained some time ago, is to 
have three squadrons, each of which shall consist of eight 
battleships and eight battle cruisers, making a_ total 
force of twenty-four battleships and twenty-four battle 
cruisers, a most formidable array. The Engineer, how- 
ever, points out that irrespective of financial consider- 
ations, there are factors which augur none too well for 
the attainment of this goal within the measurable future. 
Since the close of the war shipbuilding in Japan has 
been seriously hampered by the difficulty of obtaining 
steel. She is dependent primarily on the United States 
and Great Britain for her supplics of this material, and 
within the past two years her imports from both coun- 
tries have fallen off considerably, owing, on the one hand, 
to transport difficulties in the states, and, on the other, 
to the fact that the unfavorable exchange situation makes 
it more profitable for British manufacturers to dispose 
of their steel in the European markets. 

“So far as technical efficiency is concerned,” says the 
Engineer, “Japan unquestionably stands in the front 
rank as a shipbuilding nation. During the period of in- 
tensive construction brought about by the depredatisns 
of German submarines many new records for quick buiid- 
ing were made in the United States, and a yard at 
Ecorse, Detroit river, claimed to have ‘licked creation’ 
by delivering the S8.S. Crawl Keys, of 2,300 tons zross, 
twenty-nine days after the keel had been laid. This 
achievement, creditable as it was, has, however, been 
surpassed by the Kawasaki dockyard at Kobe in the case 
of the steamer Raifuku Maru, of 5,800 tons gross. The 
keel of that vessel was laid on Oct. 7, 1918, she was 
launched on Oct. 30, and her official trials were success- 
fully completed on Nov. 5. In her case, therefore, the 
building period also covered twenty-nine days, but she 
was larger than the American vessel by 3,500 tons, a 
difference that makes the record much more noteworthy. 
In speed of naval construction the Japancse yards sre 
equully well to the fore. The 31,300-ton battleship Ise, 
built by the Kawasaki Company, was completed in 
thisty-one months. Twelve 700-ton torpedoboat destroy- 
era, ordered in Japan by the French government at the 
beginning of 1917, were all in service by the following 


August, some of them having been built so quickly that 
the average period for the twelve worked out at five 
months. In the light of these performances the asser- 
tion of a leading Japanese yard that, provided the neces- 
sary material was forthcoming, they would be prepared 
to deliver a battleship of ‘the largest dimeusions within 
twenty months from the laying ofthe keel, a light cruiser 
within eleven months, anda large destroyer within five 
months, does not appear to’ be’ exaggerated.” 

When the war ‘bocm in shipbuilding was at its crest, 
it is added, new yards sprang up in Japan with mush- 
room-like rapidity. Just before the armistic2 no less 
than seventy shipyards ‘were at work, in the Osaka dis- 
trict alone, a number that has lately fallen to twerty. 
The home steel supply was gravely prejudiced at the be- 
ginning of the year by an act of sabotage perpetrated at 
the Yawata works, the only concern in Japan which is 
capable of producing large quantities of steel. So ex- 
tensive was the damage that the works had to be closed 
down for several months. Another factor iending to re- 
tard the output of tonnage, naval as well as mercantile, 
is the higher rate of wages demanded by the shipyard 
workers. Four years ago the average daily wage of a 
Japanese shipwright was about a yen (fifty cents). The 
present-day average is doubtful, but it is certainiy much 
higher, and fresh claims have lately been put forward 
on behalf of the workers. Thus the immense advantsge 
which cheap labor gave to Japanese shipbuilders over 
their rivals in the Occident is gradually disappéaring. 








PAY OF ENLISTED MEN OF THE ARMY. 

A forthcoming War Department general order author- 
izcd on July 19 relative to the provisions of Section 4b 
of the Army act of June 4, on pay of enlisted men, will 
provide that these new rates of pay shown in tabula- 
tions printed on page 1422, our issue of July 17, shall 
be applicable from July 1, 1920, to all enlisted men en- 
listing or re-enlisting on or before June 5, 1920, regard- 
less of grade held or rate of pay. drawn prior to July 1, 
1920. The term “present grade” as used in Section 4b 
of the Army act of June 4, refers to the grade held on 
June 4, 1920. An enlisted man in active service on June 
4 will be paid from and after July 1 at rates established 
by prior acts (acts of June 3, 1916; May 18, 1917; July 
11, 1918; May 18, 1920) only when such pay exceeds the 
rate prescribed by the act of June 4, 1920, and while he 
continues in his present enlistment in the grade held on 
June 4, 1920 (or assimilated grade as determined by 
G.O. No. 36, W.D., 1920). 

Any promotion or reduction automatically places the 
soldier under the new rate of pay as prescribed in Sec- 
tion 4b. The twenty per cent. for foreign service is re- 
stricted to base pay, longevity pay, and pay for Medal of 
Honor, D.S.C. and D.S.M., and is not figured at all upon 
specialist or other ratings. On pay rolls new grades and 
specialist ratings will be stated; column designated “en- 
listment period” will be changed to read “over .... years 
service.” Prior service will not be stated on payrolls. In 
the event that the soldier is entitled to pay under prior 
laws, the following remark will be added: “Grade June 4, 
1920, .... enlistment; entitled to pay under act of May 
18, 1920.” An enlisted man whose grade is changed from 
that held on June 4, 1920 (or assimilated grade), by pro- 
motion or reduction, immediately loses his right to be 
paid under the provisions of the act of May 18, 1920, and 
will thereafter be entered on the payrolls as entitled to 
pay at rates prescribed by act of June 4, 1920, and G.O. 
No. 36, W.D., 1920, regardless of grade or rating which 
he may subsequently acquire. 

The additional ration allowance will be paid on pay- 
rolls, the total amount paid to be stated in separate col- 
umn designated “additional ration.” The commuted 
value of the additional ration for the fiscal year 1921 has 
been fixed at fifty-three cents for enlisted men of the 
Army and thirty-two cents for enlisted men of the Phil- 
ippine Scouts. The above instructions will have equal 
application in the preparation of final statements. Fi- 
nance officers will co-operate with personnel adjutarits in 
determining rates of pay and proper remarks for July, 
1920, payrolls. 

This forthcoming general order will also carry amend- 
ments of Section II (Appointments and Warrants) and 
sub-paragraph c, Section V, G.O. No. 36, W.D., 1920, to 
conform with the above. 
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First AERIAL GUNNERY COMPETITION. - 

The world’s first competitive aerial gunnery match, 
noted in our issue of July 17, page 1412, promises to be 
the spectacular event of the Naticnal Rifle Matches at 
Camp Perry next month, The entry of the Army Air 
Service into this test is to demonstrate the value of the 
Air Service in national defense and to prove instructive 
to those privileged to view the ground and air exhibits. 
The ground exhibit will comprise aérial photography, 
with the distribution as souvenirs of miniature maps 
made from the air, of the Reservation; aircraft guns, 
aérial bombs, anti-aircraft guns, and different types of 
airplanes. These machines will carry the full regulation 
equipment, including the only known airplane which car- 
ries eight machine guns. The wireless telephone and 
telegraph will be exhibited. A demonstration of the rock- 
ing nacelle used in ground schools during training of 
pilots and observers will also be given. It is hoped the 
War Department will approve the exhibit of a Ruggles 
orientator equipped with a machine gun, which it is 
proposed to mount on a derrick tower for live shooting 
by eligible observers. The aerial shooting contest is the 
principal feature, and in this event firing at targets from 


rocking nacelles on the ground should prove of much ine 
terest to spectators. Actual fire from the air will be 
directed against ground objects, silhouette targets and 
moving objects. Strict count and judging of these events 
will-be the rule. Then there will be deflection: practice 
against towed targets, and as a final episode a grané ate 
tack will be carried out in full tactical formation. 
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HEALTH OF THE TROOPS. 


A slight decrease in the admission rate for disease 
while the non-effective rate remains practically thé same 
as the exceptional low rate of the previous week, indi- 
cates that the health conditions among troops in the 
United States are excellent, according to reports re- 
ceived by the Surgeon General of the Army for the’ week 
ending July 9. While a few cases of communicable dis- 
eases eontinue to be reported they are sporadic and of 
little significance. There were no new cases of pneu- 
monia, influenza, typhoid, ‘or meningitis reported during 
the week. The only new cases of respiratory diseases 
reported were nine measles, four diphtheria and one sear- 
let fever. Malaria shows a slight inerease from the previ- 
ous week and the rate is the highest reported during 
1920. While the Brownsville district of the Southern De- 
partment has reported more malaria during 1920 than 
any other one station, and again leads in the number of 
new cases, the disease is now occasionally occyrring in 
several other localities. The death rate for disease is 
slightly higher than last week. There were ten deaths 
from disease of which three were due to tuberculosis and 
two to pneumonia. The U.S. Military Academy reports 
one death from tertian malaria. Among the American 
Forees in Germany the health conditions continue excel- 
lent. The. incidence of communicable diseases is lower 
than in the preceding week. There were three cases of 
influenza, one of pneumonia, seyen of mumps and eleven 
of scabies reported during the week. There was one 
death reported but the eause was not given. 
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Curer oF MILirIA BUREAU. 

There is much speculation in National Guard circles 
as to who will be appointed from the National Guard as 
Chief of the Militia Bureau, War Department, when the 
term of Major Gen. J. McI. Carter, U.S.A., expires on 
Jan, 1 next. It is admitted that New York state and 
Pennsylvania will surely exert a great influence in the 
appointment. There are some who predict that Brig. 
Gen. Charles W. Berry, The Adjutant General of New 
York, stands a good chance of appointment. As he has 
made good in that office and had experience in the World 
War. Major Gen. William G. Price, jr., Pennsylvania 
National Guard, who in the World War was in com- 
mand of an Artillery Brigade on the battle line in France, 
is spoken of as an officer who is exceptionally well quali- 
fied for the position, as he has served in all grades from 
private to major general, a record said to be held by 
no other general officer of the National Guard: General . 
Price took part in the Spanish War and also served on 
the Mexican border, organized and trained troops for the 
World War, and sailed from the United States for the 
battle zone in May, 1918. His military experience has 
been second to that of no other officer in the National 
Guard, and his record as an efficient and popular officer 
stands very high. 





Coast Guarp To Lay PILoTiInG CABLE, 

During the latter part of 1919 the Navy Department 
condueted experiments in New York harbor to determine 
the feasibility of applying the radio piloting cable system 
to guide vessels into harbors in bad weather. Due to the 
type of cable used during these experiments it was found 
the work could not be done as the cable had parted at 
numerous places, making it necessary to abandon the 
work until new cable could be procured. ‘This cable, 
87,000 feet in length, is now in process of manufacture, 
and the Navy Department has requested the Coast Guard 
to lay it from Fort Lafayette out to the Ambrose Chan- 
nel lightship. The Coast Guard cutter Pequot has been 
ordered to perform this work, and it is expected that the 
experiments can be resumed about Aug. 1. 


PRovistonaL Porto RuLEs FoR ARMY, ~- 

Provisional polo rules approved: by the American Polo 
Association with the idea of following them throughout - 
the country this year and then making changes which 
may be recommended and are shown to be desirable, have 
been adopted for the Army. In order that the War De- 
partment may be in a position to make recommendations 
as to changes representing the ideas of the majority of 
the Army teams, it has been directed that all Army 
tournament, match and practice games shall be played 
under these provisional rules. The recommendations as 
to desirable changes will be forwarded to The Adjutant 
General not later than Nov. 1.

Tne Horse 1x Mirrraky Service. 

In a recent issue of the Remount Bulletin, organ of 
the Remount Service, U.S.A.,- these observations - are 
made: “We do not believe that automobile traction can 
be: substituted for horse transportation for a long time 
in: the Army. The development of automobile transpor- 
tation is only a special phase of the general progress of 
matériel of modern war. It cannot be considered as 
yet replacing the horse.. Such is the opinion of the gen- 
eral officers who have conducted the war. The important 
role which.the horse played in the interior in order to 
permit the country to carry on should not be lost sight 
of. For all these reasons, although a diminution of the 
use of horses in the Army and in the whole country may 
oceur. through development, it still remains a fact that 
the modern war requires an enormous consumption of 
horses. Such.a consumption will necessitate in the 
future an organization for the supply of horses which 
will be made more difficult according to the degree that 
the military service may be reduced in time of peace, as 
the passing from a peace footing to a war footing will 
require a more complex system of reserves of men and 
horses, dependiag apon the degree of this reduction. In 
the face of these formidable requirements our resources 
have been insufficient as to number. It is necessary to 
inerease- them. Whatever may be the class considered 
there is no danger of there being an overproduction in 
case of a new war. Furthermore, the manner in which 
our horses have proved themselyes in the. field cannot 
bit assure us a considerable foreign trade if we take ad- 
vantage of the lessons of. war, in time of peace, to de- 


velop these precious resources of herses which are an 
important element of our agricultural wealth, Elsewhere 


the statement is made: “The French cavalry saddle is 
known among European saddles as the one which doés 
the most damage. A good saddle would have avoided the 
loss of many horses in the French army during the 
World War.

Furure or Brrrisu Coastat Moros Boars. 

The announcement in the recent naval debate that

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Enuistep Pay oN RETIREMENT. 

“The bonus is a step in the right direction to encour- 
age re-enlistments,” writes an Army N.C.O. “It is not 
so. much the increase of pay during active service that is 
to be considered as a reasonable retired pay, a pay equal 
for all grades. Mechanics, cooks, blacksmith, hesethoom, 
saddlers, etc., are all an important part of the Army, in 
fact a good cook is the most important part, but his 
chances are after thirty years of faithful service to re- 
tire a cook, Why not put us all on an equal footing of 
pay on retirement and make it enough so that if one is 
not able to work every day, he can live decently? I 
would’ suggest $150 per month; at that rate one would 
have something to stick to the Service for. The increase 
of pay means nothing for building up the Army, unless 
it carries some consideration for the retired enlisted man. 
Those who were fortunate enough to hold commissions 
during the World -War have the warrant grade to retire 
at; it would seem they’ are the only ones that are en- 
couraged to remain, We also feel that we helped to 
win the war.” 





GUARD OFFICERS AT SERVICE SCHOOLS. 


Concerning the attendance of National Guard officers 
at Army Service Schools, and in accordance with the 
provisions of Paragraph 462, National Guard Regula- 
tions, the Militia Bureau of the War Department an- 
nounces the following information: In Circular Letter 
No. 36, Militia Bureau, June 18, 1920, to the adjutants 
general of all states and tefritories, attention is called 
to the opportunity presented by the War Department 
under authority of Section 99, National Defense act, to 
National Guard officers to attend the schools. There will 
be no special courses arranged for the Guard officers at 
the General Service Schools—the School of the Line and 
the General Staff School at Fort Leavenworth and the 
General Staff College at Washington, D.C. Officers de- 
tailed will take the full and complete course of instruc- 
tion and will be on the same footing as to qualifications, 
grading, selection for advanced courses, ete., as Regular 
officers and will be entitled to the same pay (not above 
that of captain), quarters, ete, while actually in at- 
tendance at the sehool and the same travel allowances 
to and from the school as are officers of the Regular 
Army. In order to be eligible for detail to the General 
Staff School or General Staff College an officer must have 
satisfactorily completed the course at the Service School 
immediately below it in the chain of education. ‘This pro- 
vision is cited in Paragraph 21, G.O. 112, W.D.. 1919. 
Owing to the limited accommodations and funds the 
number of be detailed to take the 
courses of instruction will not be great. 

Special courses of instruction as indicated below for 
classes of National Guard officers have been arranged at 
the following Special Service Schools: 

Infantry School, Camp Benning, Ga., Sept. 25 to Dee. 
31 and Feb. 25 te May 31. 

Cavalry School, Fort Riley, Kas., Sept. 1 to Nov. 30 
and March 1 to May 31. 

Field Artillery School, Fort Sill, Okla., Aug. 23 te 
Nov. 20. 

Coast Artillery School at Fort Monroe, Va., Sept. 6 
to Nov. 27 and May 1 te Aug. 7. 

Tank Corps School, Camp. Meade, Md., Sept. 1 te 
Oct. 15 and March 1 to April 15. , 

The courses of instruction at all of above Special Ser 
vice Schools have been arranged with the idea of develop- 
ing instructors fer the different branches of the Service. 
It is desired to send to these schools the maximum num- 
ber of officers allowed by appropriations and the facilities 
available at the school. Adjutants general will submit 
to the Militia Bureau the names of officers recommended 
by them for detail to take the first course of instruction 
at above according to the following allotment:

THE U.S. SHIPPING BOARD. . 

Admiral Benson Opposes Government-Owned Marine. 

Rear Admiral W. S. Benson, U.S.N:,: chairman of the 
U.S. Shipping Board, addressed 250 publishers and mem- 
bers of the Advertising Agencies Corporation at a con- 
ference held at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, New York ° 
city, on July 14, regarding conditions which confront 
American shipping. The Admiral said, in part: “What 
we in the Shipping Board want is to have the people 
realize our problem. The World War has eliminated 
one strong competitor in shipping and has left one strong 
competitor whose very existence depends on her merchant 
marine. ‘There is no occasion for international irritae 
tion. I hope to build up our merchant marine without 
causing any friction. You should keep in mind, how: 
ever, that any competitor naturally will try to.dominate, 
so in treating of such subjects in publications we should 
be as friendly as possible. On the other hand, under no 
conditions should we allow anybody to dictate to us 
what our policy should be. We face a struggle that will 
be*keen and a fight that will be severe: We cannot suc- 
ceed unless we make a united effort. We cannot succeed 
with ships operated by the Government. If a man has 
the United States Treasury behind him it is natural that 
he will not make as much effort as if he were fighting 
his own battle. Without criticising the men: who oper- 
ate our ships, I will say it is true that they probably .re- 


_ main in port too long and that their repairs cost too much.” 


‘The Admiral also said that the popular impression 
that the Shipping Board was a thing of the war was un- 
true, for it was created in 1916 with the double purpose 
of aiding national defense and extending the American 
merchant mafine. He said that 3,404 vessels of 11,178,- 
741 gross, ‘or 16,918,212 deadweight, ‘tons tow fly the 
United States flag. Of these the Shipping Board owns 
1,502, of 6,238,948 gross, or 9,358,421 deadweight,- tong, 
The tonnage of the Shipping Board is distributed amoug 
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trade routes as follows: Northern Europe, 38 per cent. ; 
Southern Europe, 10 per cent.; Africa, 3 per cent.; 
Trans-Pacific, 16 per cent.; South America, 11 per cent. ; 
West Indies and Caribbean, 9 per cent. ; domestic, 7 per 
cent., and between foreign ports, 6 per cent. ‘l'wo hun- 
dred and seventy-three vessels operate from New York. 
Between two and three hundred more vessels are build- 
ing. 
No Shipping Monopoly by Atlantie Ports. 

Rear Admiral Benson on July 19 addressed the open- 
ing session of the School of Pan-American and Foreign 
Commerce at Washington, D.C. In declaring that the 
monopoly of shipping held by a few large Atlantic sea- 
ports is to be broken up by the Shipping Board the Ad- 


miral said, in part: “In planning steamship service, 
under the new ‘Transportation act, the board proposes 
to break up the monopoly heretofore held by a few At- 


lantic seaports. Services will be maintained at Amer- 
ican ports, with a view to relieving congestion of rail- 
roads and bringing goods to the seaports nearest the point 
of consumption. Monopoly of shipping heretofore held 
by large seaports has retarded the development of the 


merchant marine. The bad facilities for the loading and 
discharging of vessels and the spirit of indifference of 
many commercial interests have done much to curb 
proper growth ‘of the shipping interests in this country. 


By logically spreading shipping the spirit of competition 
will be aroused among the various seaports of this land, 
to the advantage of all.” ‘ 
MARINE CORPS PAY DECISIONS. 
Answers to Queries Made by Sccretary of Navy. 

In response to a series of questions submitted to the 
Comptroller of the Treasury by the Secretary of the 
Navy regarding disputed points in pay provisions under 
the new laws as affecting the enlisted personnel -of the 
Marine Corps, the Comptroller has rendered the follow- 
ing decisions. These questions were asked owing to a 
possibility of misunderstanding arising through the en- 
actment of the Service Pay Increase bill on May 18, 
1920, the Army Reorganization act of June 4, 1920, and 
the Nxval Appropriation act of June 4, 1920, the ques- 
tions raised being concerned with certain specified sec- 
tions of these three acts. 

Rate of Pay in Current Enlistment. 

The provision in Section 4 of the act of June 4, 1920, 
“that nothing in this section shall operate to reduce the 
pay which any enlisted man is now receiving during his 
current enlistment and while he holds his present grade 
is.a saving clause rather than a repealing clause of that 
part of the act of May 18, 1920, which provides ‘that the 
rates of pay prescribed in Sections 4 and 6 hereof shall 
f be the rates of pay during the current enlistment of all 
' men in active service on the date of approval of this act, 

and for those who enlist re-enlist, or extend their enlist- 

ment.’” The Comptroller points out that “if an en- 
listed man in the Service on June 4, 1920, was entitled 
- under laws in effect prior to said date to a higher rate of 
pay than that provided under Section 4 of the act of 
une 4, he is permitted under the clause in question to 
continue to receive such pay in lieu of pay at the rate 
provided in said act of June 4 until the termination or 

extension of the enlistment in which serving on June 4 

if he continues in the same grade during such period. 

The term ‘current enlistment’ as used in the provision in 











listment if the enlistment is extended on or after June 4, 
1920. The provision has no other signification or appli- 
eation than as indicated herein.” He also states that 
“the saving clause does not apply after change up or 
down in grade. After such change the rates as fixed in 
the act of June 4 apply regardless of what the pay of 
such grade may have been under former laws.” 


Extra Duty Pay Prohibited. 

The provision of the Army act of June 4, 1920, that 
“all laws and parts of laws providing for extra , ay 
for enlisted men are repealed to take effect July 1, 90,” 
has for its effect the prohibition of the payment of any 
extra duty pay notwithstanding any provision in the 
Army or Navy Appropriation acts. Specifically this pro- 
vision applies to that part of the Naval Appropriation 
act of June 4, 1920, which provides under Maintenance, 

artermaster’s Department, Marine Corps, subhead 

- “Contingent” for “per diem of enlisted men empleyed on 
¢eonstant labor for periods of not less than ten days.”. It 
is also added that “extra duty pay is not pay of a grade 
and is not covered by the ‘saving clause’” referred to in 
the above decision “Rate of Pay in Current Enlistment.” 
Additional Pay in Sixth and Seventh Grades. 

In so far as the Secretary of War may apply it to the 
Infantry of the Army the following provision in the 
Army Reorganization act may apply to the Marine Corps. 
“Under such regulations as the Secretary of War may 
prescribe, enlisted men of the sixth and seventh grades 
may be rated as specialists, and receive extra pay there- 
for per month as follows: First class, $25: second 
class, $20; third class, $15; fourth class, $12; fifth 
elass, $8; sixth class, $3. Of the total authorized num- 
ber of enlisted men in the sixth and seventh grades, those 
rated as specialists of the first class shall not exceed 
0.7 per cent.; of the second class, 1.4 per cent.; of the 
third class, 1.9 per cent.; of the fourth class, 4.7 per 
cent.; of the fifth class, 5 per cent.; and of the sixth 
elass, 15.2 per cent.” 

Army Re-enlistment Provision Not Applicable. 

“In view of the fact that the re-enlistment provision 
in the Army Reorganization act is not made expressly 
applicable to the Marine Corps and the further fact that 
@ provision in the Naval act of June 4 does retate ex- 
pressly to re-enlistments in the Marine Corps,” writes 
the Comptroller, “I am constrained to hold that the pro- 
vision giving three times the pay of a soldier of the 
seventh grade for re-enlistment in the Army has no ap- 
plication to the Marine Corps and that the re-enlistment 
pay of members of the Marine Corps depends entirely 
ms the re-enlistment pay laws in effect prior to June 4, 
1 .

Additional Ration Effective:from May 18, 1920,

states: “The clause relating to the additional ration or 
eommutation therefor which under the provisions of 
Section 4 of the Army Reorganization act of June 4, 
1920, ‘shall apply only to enlisted men in the first three

ration being an allowance and not one of the increases of 
pay effective from Jan. 1, 1920.” 

Status of Continuous Service Pay Laws. 

The’ provision in Section 4b of the Army act of June 4, 
1920, that “existing laws providing for continuous ser- 
vice ‘pay are repealed to take effect July 1, 1920, and 
thereafter enlisted men shall receive an increase of ten 
per cent. of their base pay for each five years of service 
in the Army, or service which by existing Iaw is held 
to be the equivalent of Army service, such increase not 
to exceed forty per cent.” repeals from July 1, 1920, all 
provisions of preceding legislation in conflict with it, 
except those reserved by the saving clause in said section 
as to reduction of “pay,” continuous service pay being 
“pay” within the term as used in saving clauses. 

“LUDENDORFF’S OWN STORY.” 

Ludendorffs .Own Story—August, 1914-November, 
1918; the World War, from the Siege of Liége to the 
Signing of the Armistice, as Viewed from the Grand 
Headquarters of the German Army, by Erich von Lud- 
endorff, Quartermaster General of the German Army 
(Harper and Brothers:" New York). To the military 
man; approaching this work from a professional stand- 
point solely, coming, as it does from a soldier who was 
unquestionably one of the greatest strategists of the 
World War, what von Ludendorff has to say will be of 
deep interest.- Comprised in two volumes, totaling 853 
pages, Genera! Ludendorff gives an inside history of the 
war as conducted by the German government and its 
military chiefs. Viewed, however, from a non-military 
and non-Teutonic point of view, the soldier and civilian 
alike will no doubt regard it as another evidence of that 
incomprehensible Teutonie psychology that has been the 
puzzle of the rest of mankind for many years. Perhaps 
no member of the German army, past or present, more 
thoroughly represents the junker type than does this 
typical Prussian soldier. As might be expected, he 
proudly places a magnified halo on the German military 
brow and decries everything that members of the En- 
tente, more especially England, with the United States 
in second place, accomplished. ‘This is, perhaps, only 
another evidence of German reasoning, for here are to 
be found the peculiar assertions in contradiction of 
facts clearly recorded in the history of the war, of which 
we had so many evidences during the conflict and with 
which the American public is quite conversant. 

And yet, withal, the book is one of the most important 
contributions to World War literature that has yet made 
its appearance. Dedicated “To the heroes who fell, be- 
lieving in Germany’s greatness,” General von Luden- 
dorff, in an illuminating preface, says: “It has been my 
destiny to hold various high appointments. Upon Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg and myself, in conjunction with 
other men, devolved the task of conducting the defense 
of the Fatherland. -In these pages I propose to give an 
account of those deeds of the German people and thei 
army with which my name will, for all time, be associ- 
ated. I shall tell of my strivings and of all that I lived 
through in the struggle of nations—how the German peo- 
ple fought as men have never fought before, how they 
endured, and how their efforts were gradually paralyzed. 
Germany has not yet had time for introspection. and 
heart-searching. She is too heavily weighted down. And 
yet she can take heart from the magnificent deeds of her 
army, and from all they, too, accomplished who worked 
at home. But if she wishes to learn anything from the 
succession of events which culminated in her undoing 
she has no time to lose, for the world’s history strides 
ruthlessly on and tramples underfoot those nations who 
tear themselves to pieces by internal conflict.” Follow- 
ing the author’s signature is this notation: “Written at 
Hessleholmsgard, in Sweden, between November, 1918, 
and February, 1919, Completed in Berlin by June 23, 
the day on which we-accepted (!) the Peace.” 

To the average reader the impression will no doubt 
be conveyed that the work is that of a characteristic 
member of the junker class, who resents any aspersions 
upon the military branch of the government. He con- 
tinuously. seeks .to blame the loss of the war upon the 
civilian establishment, as represented chiefly by the 
Reichstag and those who held high civilian office. A 
vein of imism runs through the book, indicative, no 
doubt of the author’s state of mind as he realizes that 
in the World War the German people met with the most 
disastrous defeat at arms they have ever known. — If 
the government had done this, that or the other—any- 
thing contrary to what it did do, General Ludendorff is 
quite convinced that the final result would have been 
different. In any event, he endeavors to refute any sug- 
gestion that the fault can fairly be placed upon the 
shoulders of his beloved army. He says: “The opera- 
tions which. Field Marshal von Hindenburg and I had 
to conduct from Aug. 29, 1916, the day we assumed su- 
preme command, rank among the most formidable in 
history. Nothing more awe-inspiring and destructive has 
ever been seen on earth. Germany, inferior in numbers 
and with weak allies, was contending against the world. 





When in March, 1918, we attacked with the balance of - 


numbers more in our favor than had previously been the 
case, our strength sufficed to win great victories, but not 
to bring about a rapid decision. en it dwindled, while 
the enemy grew stronger.” Continuing he says: “We 
called upon the Imperial Chancellor to co-operate in 
prosecuting the war, and were buoyed up. with hope in 
spite of the menacing aspect of the situation. The gov- 
ernment had welcomed our appointment to supreme com- 
mand. We met the authorities in frank confidence. 
Soon, however, two schools of thought, represented by 
their view and ours, began to come into conflict. This 
divergence of views was a great disappointment to us 
and vastly increased our burden. In Berlin they were 
unable to accept our opinion as to the necessity of cer- 
tain war measures, or to steel their wills to the point 
of magnetizing the whole nation and directing its life 
and thought to the single idea of war and victory. The 
great democracies of the Entente achieved this. In Ber- 
lin they learned nothing from history. The Reichstag 
and the people found themselves without that strong 
leadership which, generally speaking, they longed for, 
and slid with the government, down the slippery way. 
The German nation has been misled and is now paying 
for its delusion with its life.” 

Still pessimistic, the author writes: “What I did was 
misrepresented and criticized without reference to cir- 
cumstances. My actions and statements were misinter- 
preted. Vague and totally unfounded assertions were 
spread broadeast”; and adds: “The enormous responsi- 
bility I had to bear made me long for the conclusion of 
hostilities ; how could it have been otherwise? But un- 
less we got a peace which safeguarded the existence of 
our country, the war would be lost. I could not see how 
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peace was possible unless the enem was ready for 
it.” Of the attack on the Belgian ress at Liége, at 
the very commencement of the war, he says: “The favor- 
ite recollection of my. life as a soldier is the coup de main 
on the fortress. It was a bold stroke, in which I was 
able to fight just like any other soldier of the rank and 
file who proves his worth in battle.” Referring to the 
so-called “victory” of the German fleet he makes a con- 
fession which neutralizes that claim, saying: “At the 
beginning of June (1916), we celebrated the victory of 
our fleet in the Skagerack battle, another of those 
great achievements in the war which influenced the at- 
titude of neutral states. . . . But our rejoicings 
were dampened by our losses, which turned out to be 
heavier than at first reported.” . Continuing, he adds: 
“The battle of Coronel, on Nov. 1, and that of the Falk- 
land Islands on Dec. 3, 1914, mark the victory, distress 
and extinction of our cruiser squadron. These battles 
fill every German heart with pride and sorrow.” * 
“We ought to have won a decisive battle at the begin- 
ning of the war. This, indeed, was the desire of Grand 
Admiral von Tirpitz, though he did jot sufficiently in- 
sist upon it. Only by this means could we hope to de-. 
feat the enemy’s plans, of which we had no clear idea.” 
“We were within our rights, as far as the submarine 
war was concerned, in adopting such measures as we . 


considered necessary to serve our purpose in the war, so... 


long as they were in accordance with the laws of hu-, 
manity and showed due regard for neutrals,” he maiv-., 
tains: “We found the right solution, and no criticism 
can make any difference, as the future will proye.” To , 
the cowardly attack upon the Lusitania General von 
Ludendorff, quite conveniently, makes but a passing ref-: 


erence, while concerning the torpedoing of the Sussex, - 


he says: “Germany, after the Sussex case, formally re- 
nounced submarine warfare.” A tacit confession of 
guilt. Of the infantry arm he says: “In the end of 
ends, infantry is the deciding factor in every battle. I 
was in the infantry myself and was body and soul an 
infantryman. I told my sons to join the infantry. They 
did so, but as happened to so many young.men,.the free- 
dom of the air drew them: from the trenches, but the 
fine saying of the old Directions for Infantry Exercise 
will always remain true in war: “The infantry bears the 
heaviest burden of a battle and requires the greatest sac- 
rifice; so, also, it promises the greatest renown.’” : 

Of the fighting at Verdun he confesses that “on Dec. 
14, 15 and 16, 1916, there was very hard fighting around 
Verdun. The French attacked so as to limit still fur- 
ther before the end of the FS am the German gains of 
1916 before this fortress. They achieved their object. 
The blow they dealt us was particularly heavy. .We not 
only suffered heavy casualties, but also lost important 
positions. This strain during the year proved too great. 
The endurance of the troops had been weakened by long 
spells of defense under the powerful enemy artillery fire 
and their own losses. We were completely exhausted on 
the western front.” In the falt of 1916 the Supreme 
Army Command had to take into account the question of 
the probability of the United States entering conflict. 
“This would involve an addition to the armed forces of 
the Entente of five or six divisions in the first year after 
America entered the war, and later on, if the submarine 
war did not have a decisive effect, a serious, indeed a 
vital increase in the strength of the enemy. e amount 
of shipping necessary for the transport of troops from 
America to France and for the supply of reinforcements 
was discussed. Our navy reckoned that the freight 
space required for the transport of an army with bag- 
gage and reinforcements amounted to five British regis- 
ter tons per man. It would thus be necessary, in order 
to transport 1,000,000 American soldiers in a reasonable 
time, to employ 5,000,000 tons of shipping space. Such 
a quantity of shipping, in view of the necessity for 
maintaining supplies to the Western Powers, could not 
be spared, even temporarily.” : ‘ 

“The German pocenenes kept on its feet only with 
difficulty,” says General Ludendorff. “In spite of all its 
trouble, its achievements, in comparison with its mighty 
task, were insufficient. We bey no real effect on 
the enemy ples. Matters would have been different if 
the Chancellor had supported yon Haeften with 
all the strength of his high office and with good wi.” Re- 
ferring to demolition of enemy terri and dispersal 
of the population by German armies, the author piac- 
idly ot “One cannot blame them [the Germans]. 
Nevertheless, we had acted in accordance with the laws 
of warfare, and had not even gone so far as the belliger- 
ents in the American Civil War.” This statement, alone, 
is in itself an- illustration of the a a point of 
view which a German, more particularly a military Prus-, 
sian, can bring himself to assume when seeking to justify. 
his m Veracity and historical facts mean nothing 
to him. Writing again of this country he says: “It is 
not a matter of surprise to me that the United States 
joined the ranks of our enemies. had ‘oned upen 
her doing so, provided the balance of war continued in 
our favor, even if the unrestricted submarine campaign 
had never been opened.” And also: “The attitude of the 
United States in regard to the _—— of the supply of 
munitions left no doubt about her one-sided conception 
of neutrality.” - 

“Our political leaders lacked the strength to govern 
with firmness,” he charges. “The government had jest 
the determination to win and its faith in German 
strength, which had so brilliantly manifested itself in 
the past three years, and had commenced to totter for 
want of leading. So the army did not receive what it 
needed for victory.” Again referring to the arrival of 
American troops the author says: “How many Ameri- 
eans had got across by rw 1918, we did not know. In 
the middle of the month, between St. Mihiel and the 
Moselle, the first more important by nan pen took 
place against United States troops, who had already been 
a long time in France. The individual American fought 
well but our success had, nevertheless, been easy.” , 

On Oct. 24, 1918, General von Ludendorff placed his 
resignation in the hands of the Kaiser. It was accepted. 
Of this the General says: “In my life as a soldier I e 
trodden but one path, the straight path of duty. One 
and only one great thought has moved me, the love of 
my country, of the army, of the hereditary ruling house. 
For them had I lived, even in these last four years. My 
one aim was to break the enemy’s desire for our destruc- 
tion and to secure Germany’s future against new hostile 
attacks, Germany, by her own fault has been brought 
low. She is no longer a great Power, she is not even an 
independent state. Her very existence is in danger. Ger- 
many offers a hideous and contemptible spectacle, filling 


_ every true German heart with indescribable grief, but 


awakening among our enemies and neutrals nothing but 
contempt. The present fate of the German people is con- 
cluded by the peace. The future lies dark before us, the 
only bright spot being the acts of the men at Scapa 
Flow.” 

And in these conehating wants are again fittingly epi- 
tomized General von Ludendorff's characteristically 
Prussian conception of honor and faith, Commeat 
ig unnecessary. 








EMERGENCY AND REGULAR OFFICERS.

Yet this is what is widely rumored. Over 1,200 va- 
eancies in the field officer grades are being held for emer- 
zency officers, everyone of whom, if appointed, may 
>rive a captain of the Regular Army of from eight tw 
eleven years commissioned service of his major’s leaves, 
and compel him to remain in his present rank for an in- 
definite peried, while civilians and former enlisted men, 
-vho were his juniors, even in war-time rank, wear the 
“nsiggia of field officers and become forever his seniors, 

Th present captains of the Regular Army labor under 
great disadvantages. They cannot res'gn and present 
themselves before examining boards to compete on their 
merits with other applicants. If they could, is it to be 
supposed that with their West Point or equivalent educa- 
tion, their years of training and experience as Regular 
officers and their war records as field officers, they would 
have anything to fear in competition with former en- 
listed men, government clerks, and from business and 
professional men, whose knowledze of the Army dates 
from 1917? All of them would welcome the opportunity, 
and would willingly concede a substantial pereentage 
handicap in consideration of theig superior opporiuuities 
to acquire the necessary qualifications for field rank. The 
war pricked once and for all the bubble reputation of 
the “business man” in the Army, and on the fields of 
Flanders, to quote higher authority, the young Regular 
officer found himself in high demand, when placed_in eom- 
petition with the finest of “emergency” men. Who that 
was in France will ever forget the days of discouragement 
and anxiety id the Argonne, and the appeal that was 
gent to the S.O.S. to send every Regular officer available 
to the front to help restore morale, and sharpen the 
fighting edge? - / 

The captains of the Regular Army will continue to 

sess their souls in patience for a while longer, but it 
must not be supposed that they will support with any 
patience whatever such a miscarriage of justice as the 
placing of 1,000 emergency officers in the Regular Army 
ahead of them, with complete ignoring of their war rec- 
ords and war rank. If such a crime is committed, it 
will be folly to talk of a contented Army, when the cream 
of its younger officers will be laboring under a grave 
and lasting injustice and the demoralizing consciousness 
that their rights and interests have been betrayed. The 
captains ask for nothing more than a square deal for all, 
first for the country, second for themselves, and third for 
the emergency officers, and they make no apology for the 
order of precedence. They ask that examining boards 
consider them as silent applicants for the rank of field 
officer, that their military education, training and war 
record shall be considered, and that no man shall be com- 
missioned as their senior and superior whose qualifiea- 
tions for such rank are inferior to theirs.

“Not less than one-half of the total number of vacancies 
caused by this act, exclusive of those in the Medieal De- 
partment and among chaplains, shall be filled by appoint- 
ment, to date from July 1, 1920, and subject to such ex- 
amination as the President may prescribe, of persons 
-other than officers of the Regular Army who served as 
officers of the United States Army at any time between 
April 6, 1917, and the date of the passage of this act.

CHEVRONS AND SERVICE OF THE N.C.O. 
Tro rue Eprror or THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

During the war, for some unknown reason, perhaps 
for the conservation of clothing material, one chevron, 
the one on the sleeve encircling the left prehensile organ 
of the non-commissioned officer, was abolished. Any- 
thing to conserve material was gladly accepted during 
our recent struggle, but why continue with war measures 
two years after the cessation of hostilities? A commis- 
sioned officer sporting his insignia of rank on one shoul- 
der would not appear more ridiculous than the N.C.O. 
with one chevron, : 

Why should our country, supposed to be the wealthiest 
of all nations, allow foreign countries to outdress our 
soldiers? It is not so very long ago that we bragged of 
the best paid and most elaborately clothed and fed Army 
in the world. Why not keep up this reputation? The 
marines present a much snappier and more soldierly ap- 
pearance than the Army, to be attributed to their neat, 
well-fitting uniforms. . . 

A better system for service stripes could also be intro- 
duced. One stripe for each year of service could be em- 
ployed, exchanging for a five-pointed star for each five 
years’ service, so as to enable one at a glance to ascer- 
tain the amount of service the wearer has. This would 
also eliminate the, “barber-pole” effect on the sleeve of 


the “old-timer.” 
The non i d officer, the proverbial backbone 
of the Army, has also another grievance. The N.C.O. 


of to-day seems to be sporting the inverted V’s merely 








for the purpose of increasing his pay, and in a good 
many cases, instead of setting an example for the re- 


eruit, co-operates with him in violation of military rules 
and regulations, and instead of correcting his subordi- 
nates, assists them in disobeying orders by “knocking” 
other N.C.O.s in their presence. This petty knocking 
does not become the dignity of a good soldier, much less 
a non-e issi 1 officer, and is disgusting to the N. 
C.O. who is still trying to play the game, in spite of the 
adverse conditions canfronting him. If a N.C.O. cor- 





rects a subordinate in the violation of a military regula- 
tion nowadays he is considered a pest and must be “hand- 
shaking” for promotion. 

The bad language that is allowed, not only. in the din- 
ing rooms of some of the camps and posts of our “new” 
Army, but in the hearing of ladies also, notwithstand- 
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ing the fact that N.C.O.’s are present, vested with au- 
t to suppress such vulgar speech, is a disgrace to 
the Army, and is not conducive to securing very desira- 
ble recruits. Is it because the present-day pon-com. does 
not receive proper backing from his superiors, or is it 
because he lacks the backbone to perform the duties for 
which he receives his warrant? I have never yet ob 
served a “duty-struck” second lieutenant who hesitated 
to correct an enlisted man whos: vocabulary was unfit 
for the ears ef those present, and most enlisted men 
promptly put a “muffler” on their speech upon the ap- 
proach of an officer. It seems, then, that the disobedi- 
ently inclined soldier knows whom he can disrespect and 
“get away with it.” Let's have a few more “duty-struck” 
non-coms. also.

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THE MILITARY AVIATORS. 


To tue Evrrer or THe AuMyY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The Reorganization act of June 4 works a very great 
is justice on a very small group of officers, namely, #ili- 
tary aviators. From the first days of military aviefien 
until after the United States declared war on Germany 
flying was considered by those not actively engaged in it 
as almost equivalent to suicide. To secure necessary 
pilots our Government offersd special inCucements—ad- 
vanced rank and fifty per cent. increase of pay for quali- 
fied junior military aviateis and the rating of military 
aviator carrying seventy-five per cent. increased pay if 
one’s services had been satisfactory as a junior military 
aviator for a period of three years. . 

Under the provisions of the National Defense act of 
1916 about fifty Regular Army officers applied for detail 
in the Aviation Section, Signal Corps, aud were sent. to 
San Diego for training. At this time there were less 
than forty military pilots in the Army. Upon the com- 
pletion of training these officers were rated as junior 
military aviators and were assigned to stations. When 
the Air Service started to expand they were put in com- 
mand at ground schools and flying fields or made otticers 
in charge of flying or engineer officers at flying fields. 
After three years of satisfactory service some were rated 
as military aviators. Most of the pilets who qualified 
prior to 1916 had been se rated. The Reorganization 
act takes away the advance rank and pay that they were 
promised when they entered and to which they are cer- 
tainly entitled. These officers have fulfilled their con- 
tract with the Government, but the Government refuses 
to fulfill its part. Some officers in other branches with 
whom I have talked think that the fifty per cent. extra 
pay we now receive is too much. But even though fly- 
ing to-day is as safe as it is possible to make it, there 
is no great rush into the Air Services. Flying fields arc 
not hampered by groups of officers from other branches 
trying to get rides; and yet some officers, who I hope 
are in the minority, think that all of our duties are mere 
play. I maintain that those officers who were promised 
the rating of military aviator with its increased compen- 
sation are entitled to hold it. 





Mimirary AVIATOR. 
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TROOP K, 18ST CAVALRY, FIRING RECORD. 


To tue Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Would like to call the attention of the Service to what 
is believed to be a record in automatic rifle firing, Troop 
K, 1st Cavalry, at Camp Harry J. Jones, Douglas, Ariz., 
with a strength of only thirty-six men fired twelve men 
with the Browning automatic rifle with the following re- 
sult: 2 experts, 7 sharpshooters, 3 marksmen. Out of a 
possible 750 the average for all was 453. Score neces 
sary for expert, 500; for sharpshooter, 440; for marks- 
man, 375. 

Of the 120 other men in the regiment following was the 
record of classification: 2 experts, 4 sharpshooters, 18 
marksmen. A comparison of percentage of Troop K as 
compared with those of the rest of the regiment shows 
the remarkable difference in quality of shooting:

As with other institutions of learn- 
ing, the Army educational opportunities offered will help 
you in direct proportion as you help yourself: no one 


can give you an edueation: no one can do what you 
must do for yourself.

ALLOWANCES OF ENLISTED MEN. 

To tue Eprror or THE ARMY AND Navy JourNAL: 

When I first entered the Service I was informed that 
I would receive all clothing; food, medical attendance 
and all necessary allowances free, and that my pay, $15 
a month in those days, would be clear for me to do with 
as I wished. However, my pay has never been “clear,” 
and I would like to suggest a few more allowances that 
the Government might give to enlisted men so that our 
pay will be more or less our own’; there are many ex- 
penditures that an enlisted man is compelled to divvy up 
that should be borne by the Government. 

After many years enlisted men were finally granted 
a free issue of a good razor, towels and other toilet arti- 
eles. Practically all men now have a good safety razor 
outfit, but when the blades are worn out we cannot have 
them sharpened, unless at our own expense, neither can 
we exchange them for new ones as we can with uniform 
clothing; when towels, tooth brushes, etc., are beyond 
further usefulness we have to buy others ourselves. This 
is decidedly unfair, as we are expected to use them and 
they are worn out “through fair wear and tear in the 
Service” just as much as uniforms, shoes etc. The Gov- 
ernment has just granted a free laundry allowance of 
fifteen pieces per week; any laundry that we have done 
over that quantity must be paid for by the individual. 
A man who does not use more than this free allowance 
does not keep himself clean as he should do. For in- 
stance, we are allowed issues of six suits per man of 





summer underclothes, three changes a week; however, 
we can only have two changes a week washed free. All 
laundry should be free except, perhaps, civilian shirts, 
cte. 

All men are compelled to keep their hair trimmed and 


their faces shaven, but all this kind of work has to be 
paid for out of their own money. We sometimes are 
lucky to draw our allowance of free hand soap (the 
writer has not been issued any for six months or more), 
but we are never issued shaving soap, which is a necessity 
and should be issued free. We have our shoes repaired 
free, but the only material issued to keep them in good 
shape is dubbin (we are not given an allowance of shoe 
polish) ; if we go to town without’ shoes being polished 
we are tried, but the expense of having them shined is 
ours. We must have our uniforms pressed, and most of 
us .take pride in our appearance when on pass: this 
necessitates a suit being pressed at least onee each 
month, and 75 cents or $1 is the least ‘that this can be 
done for. Government shops shoulé do all repairing and 
pressing free. The writer has never had one eent’s 
worth of free repairs to his clothes; Government shops 
were installed at most camps and posts during the war, 
but never at the writer’s station. A man can never 
draw a uniform to fit under present schedules of sizes, 
and it always means a few dollars for alterations out of 
his own pocket; this should be done free. Orders have 
been issued to have this done by the Government, but as 
long as it is not done the orders might just as well never 


be issued. 

Last but not least of my tions for allowances is 
the one for furloughs and furlough fares. When first 
enlisted the writer was promised one month's furlough 
each year and a three month's furlough for re-enlisting ; 
in the last eight years he has had two months and twenty 
days furlough and all within the last year. I have re- 
enlisted twice during that time, but only got one fur- 
lough of a month for doing so. Why shouldn't furloughs 
be definitely allowed for each year of service and mado 
accumulative? Wurlongh fares should be allowed, the 
Government » PY the difference between our reduced 
rate and the fare. One cent per mile would be the 
proper rate, as we had during the war, or at the least 
we should be able to travel for half-fare. The British 
government has always allowed half-fare rates for en- 
listed men in uniform; surely this country can do the 
same for their “boys.” 

There are many other allowances that should be given 
enlisted men, but I think I have mentioned the prineipal 
ones. A man should be able to go to the pay table and 
get his money and hit for town to a savings bank. In- 
stead of that he has to spend an hour or two paying his 


Many of the boys aitending the * 
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laundry, tailor and other bills and then it only takes 
him five seconds to count what he has left—if he has any 
left at all.

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COURT-MARTIAL FOR BERGDOLL ESCAPE. 

A general court-martial was convened at Eastern De- 
partment headquarters, Governors Island, N-Y., on July 
21 for the trial of Lieut. Col. John E. Hunt, U.S.A., re- 
tired, on the charge of violation of the 96th Article of 
War in connection with the escape of the military pris- 
oner Grover C. Bergdoll at Philadelphia. on May 
18, while in charge of two non-commissioned officers of 
the Army. ‘The court is composed of the following offi- 
cers: Col. Samuel W. Miller, Inf.; Col. Charles M. 
Gandy, M.C.; Col. William H. Allaife, Inf.; Col. Ar- 
thur Thayer, Cav.; Col. Edgar Russel, Sig. Corps; Col. 
Elmer A. Dean, M.C.; Col. Frederic D. Evans, Inf.; 
Col. Ralph Harrison, A.G.D.; Col. William H. Chambers, 
D.C.; Col. Samuel G. Jones, Cay.; Col. John MeA. 
Palmer, 22d Inf.; Lieut. Col. Charles C. Cresson, J.A.; 
Capt. Robert E. Hannay, A.J.A.; Lieut. Thomas L. 
Heffernan, Inf., defense counsel. At the opening of the 
court Colonel Cresson, the judge advocate, made it plain 
that no suspicion exists implicating the accused officer 
in any way with Bergdoll’s escape. Major Gen. Peter C. 
Harris, The Adjutant General, appeared as a witness at 
the opening session of the court and testified that he gaye 
permission for Bergdoll to leave the prison at the re- 
quest of Samuel T. Ansell, formerly Acting J.A.G. of 
the Army and now practicing law in Washington, who 
assured Gegeral Harris that everything about the appli- 
cation for Bergdoll’s temporary release under guard was 
proper. Col. Julius A. Penn, U.S.A., on duty in The 
Adjutant General's Office in Washington, testified that 
the order issued in connection with Bergdoll ‘suggested 
sending a commissioned officer with the escori,” but this 
was left to Colonel Hunt's discretion. General Harris 
testified that he understood the party was to go directly 
to Maryland on leaving Governors Island instead of 
stopping in Philadelphia en route. It was his impres- 
sion that Colonel Hunt had “said something about start- 
ing back to New York if anything suspicious. occurred.” 
While the court was in session Erwin R.,Bergdoll, half- 
brother of the escaped prisoner and himself aceused of 
evading the draft, surrendered to the military authorities 


at Eastern Department fieadquarters. The Federal aus

Mr. Keppel testified that he had made two inspections 
of the Disciplinary Barracks and that Colonel Hunt “had 
made an excellent impression on Secretary of War Baker, 
who mentioned him (Hunt) for the post of commandant 
of the Leavenworth prison when a change was being con- 
sidered.” He also said Colonel Hunt’s management of 
the Disciplinary Barracks wag considered as good as 
that of any leading civil prison. Colonel Weigel testi- 
fied that Colonel Hunt's attention had been called twice 
to the fact that Bergdoll was a “dangerous prisoner.” 
Captain Samuelson testified that Bergdoll was the thir- 
teenth prisoner that escaped during Colonel Hunt’s eom- 
mand of the Disciplinary Barracks. Sergeants O’Hare 
and York said that Bergdoll had paid his own expenses 
to Philadelphia. and the fares and incidental expenses of 
the two non-commissioned officers. Warden Mclellan, 
who served as a Red Cross officer on Governors Island 
during hostilities, praised Colonel Hunt’s administration 
of the prison. Dr. Baker testified that Bergdoll was not 
of the criminal type and that in his opinion a*guard of 
two armed sergeants was sufficient in his case. The

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SERVICE ATHLETES ON OLYMPIC TEAMS. 


Seventy-eight Navy athletes are to be taken to the 
Olympic games on the U.S.S. Frederick, Comdr. C. B. 
Mayo, U.S.N., which is to sail from Newport, R.I., for 
Antwerp on July 26. The Frederick, selected for the 
training cruise of the U.S.N.R.F., will perform a double 
service, giving two months’ training to the Reserves by 
whom she is manned, and taking to Europe the Navy's 
best rowers, runners, swimmers, boxers and wrestlers 
whe have won places in the American teams which will 
compete in the Olympic events. The Navy devotes con- 
stant attention to athleties at fleet and training stations, 
as well as at the Naval Academy, Probably no other in- 
stitution so many trained rowers, swimmers, 
football and baseball players, fencers, boxers and wrest- 
lers, but this is the first time it has entered the national 
contests for the all-American teams. 

Competing with the athletes of the entire country the 
Navy has won the following places in events in the 
American Olympic comme Pinata five men and one 
alternate ; track and field, four men and two alternates; 
swimming, eight; boxing, three; wrestling, eight. This 
is in addition to the Naval Academy crew, which has 
made a great record and is to compete to in the 
final tryouts at Worcester, Mass., to determine cham- 
pionship crew which will represent America in the Olym- 
pic rowing contests. Of the Navy athletes on the 
Olympie teams, Mdsn. E. B. Curtis, who a month ago 
broke the track mile reeord in the New York Athletic 
Club meet, ran second in a mile at the trials at the Har- 
vard Stadium, Boston, on July 17 in the excellent time 
of 4:19, being beaten only by the champion, J. W. Ray, 
of Chicago. Chief Q.M. (Aviation) F. J. Shea, of 
Pittsburgh, won the quarter-mile in 49 seconds. 
Lieut. H. B. Liversedge, U.S.M.C., won second in the 
shot-put, being beaten only by the famous Pat McDon- 
ald of the New York Police Department. Mdsn. V. O. 
Clapp won places both in the pentathlon and discus 
throw. In swimming and diving nét only did the Navy 
place eight contestants, but a great part of the American 
team is made up of ex-Service men. The Navy also 
showed well in fencing, boxing and wrestling and has 
hopes of the Naval Academy crew qualifying at Wor- 
cester.

When it is considered that there are 100,000 young men 
in the Navy specially selected for their physical fitness 
by a high standard of examination, it can readily be 
seen’ that there is a wealth of material to uphold the 
honor of America in athletic contests. ;

RECENT DEATHS. 


Rear Admiral George A. Crawford, Chaplain Corps, 
U.S.N., retired, whose home was at 136 Thorndike street, 
Brookline, Mass., died there July 13, 1920. He was born 
in Calais, Me., April 29, 1849, and was first appointed in 
the Navy May 10, 1870, and was retired with the rank 
of captain, March 2, 1889, for disability incident to the 
service. He was recently advanced to the grade of rear 
admiral on the retired list. Admiral Crawford attended 
the public schools and the East Maine Conference Semi- 
nary at Bucksport, and was graduated from Boston Uni- 
versity in 1878, with the degree of A.B. and later re- 
ceived from the same university the degree of A.M. and 
Ph.D. In 1890 he received the degree of D.D. from New 
Orleans University. He was pastor of various churches 
in Boston, among them the St. John’s Methodist Church, 
South Boston; Temple Street Church and Bromfield 
Street Church. Dr. Crawford also filled pastorates in 
Pittston and Waterville, Me., and in South Lawrence 
and Woburn. He was a member of the Grand Army 
Post in Woburn, having served for a time in the Civil 
War. He was also a member of the Bostonian Society, 
Sons of the American Revolution, Society of Colonial 
Wars, Society of the War of 1812, Military Order of 
the Spanish-American War and M.O.L.L.U.S.. He was 
a Mason and was.prominent in the Meta Theta Pi col- 
lege fraternity. In 1872 he married Mary BP. Patten, of 
Waldoboro, Me., and by this marriage had three children, 
two of whom are living, Dr. Howard T. Crawford, of 
Lexington, and Truman K. Crawford, of Boston. His 
first wife died and he married, in 1904, Clara L. Love- 
land, of Boston, who survives him. 

Brig. Gen. George Lippitt Andrews, U.S.A., retired, 
died at his home in Washington, D.C., July 19, 1920, in 
his ninety-third year. His wife, who was Emily K. Oli- 
ver and widow of James Oleott Brown, of Portland, Me., 
died just six months ‘previously. Both had hosts of de- 
voted friends in Washington, where they had made their 
home for twenty-eight years. They were devout mem- 
bers of St. Margaret’s Episcopal Church and much in- 
terested in charitable work. General Andrews was a 
member of the M.O.L.L.U.S., Sons of the American Rev- 
olution, Society of American Wars and until recently of 
the Army and Navy and Metropolitan Clubs of Washing- 
ton. General Andrews entered the Service as lieutenant 
colonel, Ist Missouri Volunteer Infantry, April 24, 1861; 
was commissioned major, 17th U.S. Infantry, May 14, 
1861; lieutenant colonel, 13th U.S. Infantry, Oct. 14, 
1864, and colonel; 25th U.S. Infantry, Jan. 1, 1871, serv- 
ing in the grade of colonel until retired for age, April 22, 
1 He was commissioned as brigadier general, re- 
tired, for service in the Civil War. -He commanded the 
1st Missouri Volunteer Infantry in the actions at Boon- 
ville and Wilson’s Creek, Mo., in 1861, and served later 
with the 17th U.S. Infantry in the 2d (Regular) Bri- 
gade, 2d Division, 5th Corps, Army of the Potomac, par- 
ticipating in the siege of Yorktown, battles of Gaines’s 
Mills, Malvern Hill, second Bull Run, Antietam, Fred- 
ericksburg and Chancellorsville; was twice wounded, had 
his horse shot under him and was twice brevetted for 
gallantry in action. He selected the site and built the 
post of Fort Sully, N.D., in 1866; served at various posts 
in Montana, Texas, Minnesota and the Dakotas; was su- 
perintendent of Indian Affairs in Arizona, 1868-9. Gen- 
eral Andrews was born in Providence, R.I., Apri] 22, 
1828, and his first wife was Alice B. Potter, of that 
city. They are survived by their son, Brig. Gen. George 
Andrews, U.S.A., retired, of Washington, D.C.; two 

‘ granddaughters, Mrs. Abram Claude, wife of Commander 
Claude, U.S.N., and Miss Katherine T..Andrews; and 
two great-granddaughters.

Chaplain: Thomas J. Dickson (majer), U.S.A., who 
served on the firing line with the A.L.F., made two in- 
teresting addresses to large audiences in San Antonio, 
Texas, July 17. His first address was at the Central 
Christian Church, on the subject of Verdun and Cal- 
vary at eleven a.m., and in the evening he gave his lec- 





ture “America and the Battle of Verdun,” in the Gift’ 


Chapel and Library Building at Fort Sam Houston. The 
reason that this evening was given to the military is that 
the Ist Division fought side by side with the famous 2d 
Division now located at Camp Travis. Chaplain Dick- 
son pays the 2d Divisi a well deserved tribute and 
divides the honors equally. “The charm of this wonder- 
ful address,” says the San Antonio Express, “is its sim- 
plicity and authenticity. It is almost like a message from 
the tomb. For it is the story of a man that was in every 
battle in which the Ist Division. was engaged and was 
with the artillery that supported some ten other divisions. 
His regiment fired the first shot of the war; three times 
he was offered and refused to be relieved from his hazard- 
ous work. Twice he requested that his name be not con- 
sidered for decorations, at the same time requesting that 
these honors be bestowed upon the private soldiers. He 
marched with the first American flag into Verdun, across 
the Hindenburg line and across the Rhine. He manned 
a machine gun during the heavy fighting near Verdun. 
One month before the armistice was signed he was the 
only officer left in this regiment that went acress with it 
—all the others having been either killed, wounded or 
sent from the front. Major Dickson’s address was replete 
with choice dictéon and splendid eloquence interspersed 
with frequent French and German quotations. In elos- 
ing the address, he stated that he was unable, in his own 
language, to pay tribute of his heart to the dead of the 
Allied army. Every person that has given a loved one 
to the cause of civilization has been blest and glorified— 
even before death. Our soldiers have not died in vain, 


but have contributed their all to humanity and civiliza- - 
tion. They have, in our own day, wrought the most won- 
drous deeds and preserved the world’s greatest heritage.”

ARMY ITEMS. 
Transportation of Enlisted Men’s Families. 


Answering a question based on the act of .May 18, 
1920, whether the act authorized the transportation of 
families of soldiers in the grade of color sergeant and 
above from place of enlistment to place of first assign- 
ment upon re-enlistment, the Judge Advocate General’s 
Office states: That Section 12 of the act of May 18, 
1920, provides for the transportation of families of trans- 
ferred enlisted men, but in the opinion of the J.A.G. the 
act contemplated only those transferred by permanent 
ehange of station and not upon the situation as stated 
in the question. 

Re-enlistment of Discharged N.C.O.’8. 

Any non-commissioned officer discharged from the Army 
with an excellent character at the expiration of his en- 
listment will hereafter be permitted to re-enlist in the 
organization from which discharged, with rank and grade 
held by bim, but he must re-enlist within twenty days 
after the date of his discharge. This ruling was or- 
dered by the War Department July 19, and all previous 
provisions in conflict will be inoperative pending the 
amendment of conflicting paragraphs in Army Regula- 
tions. 

Courtesy at Military Funerals. 

The Secretary of War has directed that the following 
be published to the Service: At military funerals exer- 
cises at the grave military men attending in their indi- 
vidual capacity will stand at attention with headgear on. 
During prayer tuey will bow the head. During passing 
of the casket, lowering of casket into grave and at taps 
they will stand at the salute. They will salute the pass- 
ing of the casket of any military funeral at any time or 
place. 

Camps Kearny, Dodge and Jackson Abandoned, 

The War Department on July 16 ordered the aban- 
donment of Camp Kearny, Calif., and Camp Dodge, Iowa.

SMALL ARMS RANGE AT ABERDEEN. 


A contract has recently been Jet for the construction 
of a small arms firing range at Aberdeén Proving Ground, 
Md. This range is to be 7,000 yards‘long with a pool of 
water 1,000 yards long and 300: yards wide at one end. 
There will be a narrow. gauge railroad running down the 
center of the range. Firing stations are to be estab- 
lished every 500 yards along this track. ' 

One of the principal uses of this range will be for 
testing new types of small arms ammunition at long 
ranges, particularly the determination of dispersion of 
machine gun fire. It will be a very simple matter, when 
this range is operating, to determine by actual firings 
the trajectory, up to extreme range, of any type of small 
arms ammunition. Early in the. war it was discovered 
that the range tables for caliber 30 ammunition were in- 
correct at ranges beyond 1,200 or 1,400 yards. Due to 
lack of range facilities, trajectories for this ammunition 
beyond these distances had been calculated, instead of 
being determined by actual firing. Also, before 1914, for 
all practical purposes, 1,200 yards was the extreme limit 
of firing, as machine guns were used to a very limited 
extent. In this war, however, a much greater quantity 
of ammunition was fired in machine guns than rifles, and 
the greater part of the ammunition fired in machine guns 
was used in overhead fire or indirect fire at ranges be- 
yond 1,200 yards. 

To determine the correct trajectories of our ammuni- 
tion at longer ranges, so that it might be used for this 
purpose, a small arms ballistic station was established at 
Miami, Fia., on private property. Lieut. Col. Glenn P. 
Wilhelm was assigned td command this station. -A some- 
what similar station was established at St. Jean des 
Monts, France. The station at Miami was later moved 
to Daytona, Fla., where a very excellent beach was avail- 
able. As a result of these firings correct range tables for 
caliber .30 ammunition were constructed. This firing, 
however, showed that our ammunition was very inferior, 
in ranging power, to that of several others of the bel- 
ligerents. To overcome this difficulty, a long series of 
experiments were carried out, both in this cowtry and 
in France, looking to the development of the mos. power 
ful long range ammunition possible for use in both ma- 
chine gun and rifle. 

The bullet giving the most promise so far is a 175- 
grain, boat-tail bullet fired with a muzzle velocity of 
2,600 feet per second. This bullet has as great penetrat- 
ing qualities at 5,100 meters as our present 150-grain 
bullet has at 3,200 meters. The extreme range of the 
150-grain bullet, with 2,700-foot muzzle velocity, is ap- 
proximately 3,300 meters. The extreme range of the 
175-grain bullet has not been determined, but it is in 
excess of 5,500 meters. While a great deal of firing has 
been carried on with this type of ammunition, as well 
as numerous other types, varying in weight from 150 
grains to 220 grains, no type has yet been adopted. Cer- 
tain further types are to experimented with, and it is 
expected there will be a very extensive program of firing 
at the small arms firing range at Aberdeen Proving 
Ground, Md., next year. 
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REGULATIONS ror Orricers’ MESssEs. 

All general messes for officers at Army posts or sta- 
tions, either co-operative or operated by civilians at a 
fixed charge, are to be subject to the following regula- 
tions promulgated by the War Department on July 20: 
(1) An officer, who in co-operative messes may be elected 
by the members thereof, will be designated by the com- 
manding officer as mess officer of each general mess in 
existence at the station. In eaterers’ messes a suitable 
officer will be designated by the commanding officer. 
(2) The mess officer of the co-operative mess will keep 
an accurate account of all fimancial affairs of the mess 
‘and such accounts will be audited by an officer desig- 
nated by the commanding officer between the 10th and 
20th of each month, and a report of the audit submitted 
to the commanding officer before the 25th of the month 
The audit will include a statement of all firms with 
whom business has been during the month for 
which audit is made and the condition of the accounts 
with such firms. The condition of these accounts w 
be verified by the auditing officer by consultation with 
each firm concerned. (3) Im caterers’ messes the du- 
ties of the mess officer will be.comfined to keeping him- 
self informed of the firms and individuals with whom 
business is transacted and to a verification of amounts 
due firms or individuals by the mess and amounts due to 
the mess by individuals of the. post. The caterer will 
keep the mess officer informed of all firms or individuals 
with whom business is done. or before the 20th 
of each month the mess officer of either caterers’ or co- 
operative messes will inform the commanding officer of 





any accounts due ‘the mess by members of the garrison _ 


and the commanding officer will take the necessary ac- 
tion to cause such accounts to be paid. (5) There will 
be posted in the kitchen and in the mess (both caterers’ 


and co-operative messes) a list of the firms and individ-- 


uals ‘with whom the mess is :doing business. This list 
will be kept up to date. - (6) In co-operative -messes it is 
considered proper that an initiation fee be charged for 
persons joining. the méss for a period of more than thirty 
days. Where persons become members of the mess for 
less than thirty .days.a charge of aot to execed ten per 
cent. over the cha for the last. month may be prop- 
erly mate. Persons ‘leaving the mess duritig the mouth 
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should be chargéd the current rate for the previous 
month plus ten per cent. to cover a possible increase in 
the cost of operation.

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MepicaL DEPARTMENT PROMOTIONS, 

An early report of the promotion of officers in the 
Medical Department is expected but had not been an- 
nounced up to July 22, Officers of the Medical Corps, 
Dental Corps, Veterinary Corps and the Medical Admin- 
istrative Corps, although realizing the great task of com- 
piling records and the period of: service, looked forward 
to a prompt announcement concerning relative promo- 
tions. It is estimated that approximately 109 first lieu- 
tenants in the Medicai Corps will be eligible for promo- 
tion to captain and about six of the latter will make their 
majority earfy in the new year. This list was before 
The Adjutant General of the Army during the week for 
review, 
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CHIEFS OF ARMS, CORPS, SERVICES. 

The appointments announced July 16 of chiefs of arms, 
corps and services, with their assistants, reported in our 
issue of July 17, page 1413, held the undivided interest of 
officers on duty-in Washington. On every hand comment 
was in a tone of appreciation that the War Department 
recommendations were of the best and portended a steady 
advance of the Army. To the Infantry and Cavalry: offi- 
cers the appointment of new chiefs was of absorbing in- 
terest, for in this action was the culmination of a pur- 
pose in these two arms which had its inception many 
years ago and for which recommendation followed recom- 
mendation without result until this year, when the offi- 
cers of these two arms had full opportunity to bring 
their desires before the Committees on Military Affairs 
of Congress. In the authorization of chiefs for Infantry 
and Cavalry the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL took to itself 
a pardonable share of the gratification, for this journal 
has unceasingly brought to the attention of War De- 
partment authorities and of Congress the benefits which 
would accrue to these arms and to the Service as a whole 
by the authorization of chiefs, whose duty it would be 
to co-ordinate the activities of these arms and their per 
sonnel. 

The office of the Chief of Infantry will shortly be 
established, in fact, Major Gen. Charles S. Farnsworth, 
the new chief, was in consultation at the War Depart- 
ment on July 21 relative to the installation of his office. 
Major Gen. Willard A. Holbrook, Chief of Cavalry, is 


expected to come to Washington within ten days, or 
earlier if his duties on the border will permit. Undoubt- 
edly the offices of the Chiefs of Infanfry and Cavalry 
will be conducted along the same lines as the offices of 
the Chiefs of Field Artillery and Coast Artillery. In all 
probability the offices of all four of these chiefs, and that 
of the Militia Bureau, will be located in the same build- 
ing, the War Department Annex, at D and 18th streets, 
Washington, D.C. That the chiefs and their office staffs 
will concentrate their efforts on the development of effi- 
ciency in administration goes without saying. 
Felicitations from many quarters have been coming to 
’ Brig. Gen. Amos A. Fries, the new Chief of the Chemi- 
cal Warfare Service. In Army circles it is admitted that 
his selection was obvious for the reason that he is the one 


high-ranking officer of abundant experience in this spe- 
cialized service in the Army. In consequence it is freely 
predicted that General Fries will make of this new 
branch one of the best in the Military Establishment. It 


was a foregone conclusion that Brig. Gen. Herbert M. 
Lord would be appointed Chief of the Finance Depart- 
ment, for his demonstrated ability as head of the Finance 
Service won for him an eminence as a financial authority 
unusual in the military Service. There will be little or 
no change in personnel in the change from a service to a 
department aside from the changes already noted in these 
columns. In the Air Service the change merely con- 


forms with the new law and Major Gen. Charles T.-Men- 
oher becomes Chief instead of Director of Air Service. 
Ilis assistant, Brig. William Mitchell, will con- 
tinue as head of the Division of Operations and Training. 
Reorganization of the office is now under consideration 
and it is likely that there will shortly be numerous 
changes, particularly in the personnel in charge of groups, 
divisions and branches. 

It would be difficult to attempt to express the pleasure 
of the Field Artillery in the retention of Major Gen, 
William J. Snow as chief of that arm, for if the enco- 
miums of Field Artillery officers on duty in Washington 
are a criterion, then the chief occupies a place in ‘the 
hearts of his commissioned personnel verging on- genuine 
affection. Since the armistice the Field Artillery has 
been developing matériel-along with morale so that this 
arm has reached an enviable state of efficiency. Major 
Gen. Frank W. Coe, as Chief of Coast Artillery, will 
continue along the lines which have made his corps 
what it is to-day. His office is at present intensely con- 
cerned with the important questions evolved by the de 
velopment of mobile artillery during the war and its use 
in coast defense. In the Corps of Engineers the appoints 
ment of Brig. Gen. Harry Taylor as assistant to thé 
Chief of Engineers was expected, inasmuch as General 
Taylor has been acting assistant for some time. Major 
Gen. Lansing H. Beach, Chief of Engineers, said there 
will be no change in the existing program of his corps, 
and he expressed his appreciation of the excellent record 
of his assistant in that “trying position.” 

The appointments of Brig. Gen. George W. Burr, who 
has been an assistant chief of staff and director of the 
Purchase, Storage and Traffic Division, General Staff, in 
which position he attained enviable prominence, and of 
Brig. Gen. William 8S. Peirce as assistants to the Chief 
of Ordnance, Major Gen. C. C. Williams, were recog- 
nized as commensurate with the important duties they 
will be called upon to perform, and their appointment te 
the rank of brigadier general was gratifying to Army, 


Gen. 
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‘eircles. . Perhaps no. single appointment won’ quite the 


“unanimity of approval as that extended to Brig. Gen. 


James T. Kerr as assistant té The Adjutant General. 
As the new Chief of Personnel, General Kerr will con- 
tinue the fine record-which he made during the war as 
assistant to Major Gen. Peter C. Harris. It.may be said 
that the cntire commissioned personnel of The Adjutant 
Gencral’s Office is in aceord as to the fitness of General 
Kerr for the important ditties of this new office. In the 
Medical Department. Major Gen. Merritte W. Ireland, 
the Surgeon General, will have the assistance of Brig. 
Gens. Walter D. McCaw and Robert E. Noble at the 
Army. Medical School and the Army Medical Museum, 
Washington, D.C., respectively. Few —— will be 
made in the Medical Department. Col. C. F. Morse, di- 
-rector of the Veterinary Corps, and Col. shat T. Oli- 
ver, the head of the Dental Corps, will remain in charge 
of their respective organizations. 

The appo:ntment of Col. John M. Carson as assistant 
to the Quartermaster General with rank of brigadier 
general supplies the third of the authorized three as- 
sistants to Major Gen. Harry L. Rogers, the Quarter- 
master General. Brig. Gen. Charles R. Krauthoff, who 
has been in charge of the Purchase and Storage Division, 
and Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, who continues as acting 
assistant in charge of the Transportation Service, ecm- 
prise the other two assistants. General Hines, in addi- 
tion, will be director of Inland and Coastwise Water- 
ways Service, to which he was appointed on July 9. 


> 


GENERAL OFFICERS OF THE LINE. 

The distribution of the general officers of the line of 
the Army by arms, corps and departments, in the ap- 
pointments announced on July 16, approximates fairly 
to the importance of the branches. Of the twenty-one 
major generals, eleven are accredited to the Infantry, 
four to the Cavalry, three to the Field Artillery, two to 
the Coast Artillery and one to the Medical Corps. Of 
the forty-six brigadier generals twenty-one are accred- 
ited to the Infantry, cight to the Field Artillery, six to 
the Coast Artillery, six to the Corps of Engincers, four 
to the Cavalry, and one to the Ordnance Department. 
Heretofore appointments to the grade of brigadier gen- 
eral have been governed to a large extent by the strength 
of the various arms, such a rule being necessary as pro- 
motion was on separate lists in the different branches. 
With the single list it is now possible to depart from 





this rule and to appoint capable officers to the grade of 
brigadier general regardless of the branch of service in 
which officers were commissioned. Under the operation 
of the single list, also, the “blocks” which frequently oc- 
curred in the past because of non-promotion in the vari- 
ous arms and branches are effectually done away with. 
An interesting sidelight on the general officer appoint- 


ments is that of the sixty-eight on the list thirty-seven 


‘commanded combat units in action during the World 


War, and thirty-one did not command units which were 


engaged with the enemy. In Army circles this is consid- 
ered rather remarkable after the greatest war in history. 
It is, however, a source of gratification to the commis- 


sioned personnel that the officers whose service at the 
front brought credit to the Regular Army and to them- 
selves have been recognized and received the promotion 
which was their due. 

Appointments of Colonels*Drum and Moseley. 


Considerable comment has been heard in Washington 
as to the appointment to the grade of brigadier general 
of Lieut. Cols. Hugh A. Drum an.] George Van H. Mosc- 
ley, since neither has yet attained twenty-two years’ com- 
missioned service in the Army. The appointments of 
general officers are under the provision of Section 4 of 
the Army Reorganization act, which provides: 


“That major generals of the line shall be appointed — 


from officers of the grade of brigadier general of the line, 
and brigadier generals of the line shall be appointed from 
officers of the grade of colonel of.the. line whose names 
are borne on an eligible list prepared annually by a 
board of not less than five general officers of the line, not 
below the grade of major general: Provided further; That 
the first board convened after the passage of this act may 
place upon such eligible list any officer of the line of not 
less than twenty-two years’ commissioned service.” 

Lieutenant Colonel Drum, who was promoted to. that 
rank as of July 1, 1920, will have had twenty-two years’ 
service on Sept. 9, 1920, having been appointed to eom- 
missioned rank on that date in 1898. . Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Moseley was commissioned on Feb. 15, 1899, received 
his promotion to present rank on May 15, 1917, and at- 
tains the necessary length of service on Feb. 15, 1921. 
These two officers, it is explained at the War Depart- 
ment, have been designated for appointment on the later 
dates; Colonel Drum will, in consequence, receive his 
commission as brigadier general on Sept. 9, 1920, 
and Colonel Moseley will be commissioned on Feb. 
15, 1921. Report has it that the board recommend- 
ing officers for appointment as brigadier general adhered 
to the view that officers should have twenty-two years’ 
service when recommended for appointment, and that this 
ruling was disapproved by the Secretary of War, who 
held that appointments could be made of officers who 
reached the service limit set by the act prior to the con- 
yening of the second annual board, which is to sit in 
June, 1921. 

While there is no disposition to question the fine rec- 
ords of service of Lieutenant Colonels Drum and Moseley, 
there is much criticism on the ground that their appoint- 
ments are an evasion of the spirit, if not the letter, of 


the law as passed by Congress. The comment is that the 
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Secretary of War's Sdterwestation of ‘ the sodvlitinn, of 
Section 4 may not have carried out the intent _of Con- 
gress in writing ‘the legislation. ‘Some Regular ‘ Arniy 


officers, in fact, were inclined to believe that twenty: _ 


two years’ service meant actually twenty-two years at 


the time the initial list was made up by the “first board ° 


convened after the passage of this act.” This board 
alone had authority to “place upon such eligible list 
any officer of the line of not less than twenty-two 
years’ commissioned service.” But the question is, 
whether such service must be effective at the time the 
selections are made by the first board, or merely prior to 
the sessions of the second annual board, as is apparently 
the interpretation of the Secretary of War. 

It was recalled that such instances of liberal interpre- 
tation of Army legislation in the past had resulted in the 
Committees on Military Affairs writing into law pro- 
visions. which could by no stretch of interpretation be 
construed liberally, and that liberality of interpretation 
had also brought down upon the War Department the 
criticism so frequently and heatedly advanced on the 
floor of the House and the Senate. In matters affecting 
personnel, particularly, these critics declared, the War De- 
partment could not be too punctilious in adhering to 
the letter and the spirit of the law, and it was hinted 
that ill-considered liberality was a poor return for the 
advance granted by this Congress affecting the fortunes 
of Army personnel through the enactment of the single 
list with its operation of promotion by seniority with 
elimination, a program which. met the approval of at 
least ninety per cent. of the commissioned personnel of 
the Army, which ninety per cent. was opposed to the 
War Department’s purpose of forcing promotion by 
selection. 

In regard to the interpretation of Section 4 of the act 
of June 4, 1920, on which was based the designation of 
Lieutenant Colonels Drum and Moseley for appointment 
as brigadier generals on reaching their ‘twenty-second 
year of commissioned service at a later date, Secretary 
of War Baker declined this week to make any comment. 


COAST GUARD-NAVY CONSOLIDATION. 


- While the interests opposed to the consolidation of the 
U.S. Coast Guard with the Navy are yet to have their 
hearing before the House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce when Congress reconvenes in Decem- 
ber, it can be stated on the authority of officials in close 
touch with the committee that the majority of members 
are disposed to bring in a favorable report on the Camp- 
bell bill providing for the merger. Chairman Esch, it is 
learned, is now nearly convinced that the tremendous in- 
crease in the shipping interests of the nation: requires the 
expansion of the Coast Guard Service to an extent wholly 
impossible under the conditions existing at the present 
time. It is said Mr. Esch now leans toward the.opinion 
that a progressive growth of the Coast Guard under the 
Treasury Department—which has nothing in common 
with the nation’s maritime interests—cannot be devel- 
oped, and that since the Navy’s equipment for all pur: 
poses has been so tremendously enlarged through demands 
of war it would be futile not to make use of this costly 
and wholly adequate equipment in the enlargement of the 
special duties which the Coast Guard is called upon to 
perform. 

The conviction that the protection of shipping is closely 
allied with the growth of the merchant marine has spread 
among the members of the committee, with the exception 
of perhaps one or two of the majority members. The de- 
sire for a more adequate and efficient measure of protec- 
tion so strongly urged at the hearing on May 26 last by 
‘the representative of the American Steamship Owners’ 
Association, the Lake Carriers’ Association and the Pa- 
cific Steamship Association, was too important to be 
ignored, and the facts brought out relative to the 10,- 
000,000 tons of American shipping now afloat and the 
150,000 men in the merchant marine centered attention 
upon an emergency problem which the committee mem- 
bers have evidently found to be inescapable... Putting 





aside the questions of economy involved in a consolida- ; 


tion which would be wholly agreeable to the Navy De- 
partment and, it is believed, to a great majority of the 
commissioned personnel of the Coast Guard, it would ap- 
pear that the inadequacy of continuing the Coast Guard 
along lines which have failed of adjustment with the tre- 
mendous increase in American shippiig interests has 


made its impress upon the members of the House Com- 


mittee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, and that 
their convictions may find expression at the forthcoming 
session of Congress in a favorable report on the Campbell 
bill. 





May Ienore ApMIRAL DECKER’s CHARGES,

MEDICAL Cones PROMOTION List, 
Progress is being made by the commissioned personnel

cers eligible fok promotion. Before the list can be defi- 
nitely decided upon it will be necessary to obtain the 
opinion of the Judge Advocate General on the. question 
of the length of service of a number of Medical officers. 
Whether the period served in the Medical Reserve Corps, 
the Army: Medical Schools and the training period in the 
training camps will count on the period of service is the 
question to be decided. Service in the Medical Section 
of the Reserve Corps, from June 3, 1916, to April 6, 
1917, will be included in the record ofan officer, and 
likewise the period served in the Medical Reserve Corps, 
it is understood, but whether the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral will decide that such action is authorized is yet to be 
disclosed. It is proposed to send the first of the names 
of officers for promotion to The Adjutant General 
this week.

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EXAMINATION FOR ARMY COMMISSIONS. 
There is every expectation that announcement of suc- 


cessful candidates for commissions in the Regular Estab-. 


lishment, for which examinations began on July 6 in the 
various military camps, will be made some time begin- 
ning in August, provided the boards in charge of this 
work continue the present daily progress in compiling 
lists of those candidates found eligible to hold rank from 
the grade of colonel to that of second lieutenant. Owing 
to the fact that some of the 13,300 candidates failed to 
properly present their record and recommendations some 
delay in attending to these papers has resulted. Exami- 
nations in the various camps were continued this week 
without any deviation from the system inaugurated by 
the War Department. High ranking officers, cognizant 
of the examination system, report that there will be a 
dearth of successful candidates in some of the technical 
branches of the Regular Establishment. In some in- 
stances not less than twenty-five per cent. of those ex- 
amined thus far have passed the requirements. It is 
also believed that the total of eligible candidates will be 
somewhat under fifty per cent. This opinion reaffirms 
the prediction that fhere will be a shortage of officer 
personnel in the new Army and it is probable that the 
regulations of the War Department, which required all 
applications for commissions to be in by June 23, will 
be rescinded, since there are many technical experts who, 
during the emergency, qualified in the Signal Corps, Ord- 
nance Department, Corps of Engineers and Quarter- 
master Corps that claim they had little opportunity to 
make application for their respective branches of the 
Service, in- which they served ereditably during the war.

The strength of the Army estimated by The. _Adjutant 
General’s Office as of July 15 comprised 15,594 commis- 


.sioned officers and 192,475 enlisted men, a total of 
208,069. Of the total strength 158,449 were in the 


United States, 19,842 in the Philippine Islands, 16,128 
under the jurisdiction of the commanding general, Ameri- 
ean Forces in Germany; 4,663 in Panama, 4,641 in 
Hawaii, 1,496 in Porto Rico, 1,343 in China, 875 in 
Alaska, 142 in France, 13 in England and the remainder 
en route to or from the United States.

of service. The ruling, after quoting the ninth para- 
graph of Section 127a of the act of June 4, 1920, states: 
(1) The grade, not above colonel, such an officer would 
have attained in due course of promotion will be deter- 
mined under the provisions of the act of June 4, 1920, 
until such time as said act shall be amended or super- 
seded; (2) answered in the negative; (3) this question 
cannot be answered categorically, but is answered as is 
question (1). ‘This ruling affects Major Charles ©. 
Pierce, chaplain, U.S.A., retired, head of the cemeterial 
branch of the Quartermaster General’s Office, who be- 
lieved he was entitled to promotion to lieutenant colonel. 
The ruling is that the grade of lieutenant colonel for 
chaplains was established on June 4, 1920, and conse- 
quently all the time he served on the active list would 
not entitle him to attain a lieutenant coloneley as chap- 
lain; that being on the active list on June 4, 1920, his 
credits begin on that date. As Major Pierce was re 
tired on May 9, 1908, and has since served about two 
years on the active list, the ruling means that it will be 
necessary for him to serve approximately ten years from 
June 4, 1920, before he can attain the grade of lieuten- 
ant colonel of chaplains. An appeal from this ruling 
has been made by Major Pierce through the Quartermas- 
ter General. However, the ruling has been applied gen- 
erally in similar cases where officers have been on an in- 
active status, the War Department ordering that the 
time spent on inactive duty must be made up before an 
oflicer can attain the grade of his class or of officers who 
entered the Service at the same time and remained on 
active status.

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APPOINTMENT OF ARMY WARRANT OFFICERS, 

The Army act of June 4 ptovides in Section 4a: “War- 
rant Officers—In addition to those authorized for the 
Army Mine Planter Service there shall be not more than 
1,120 warrant officers, including band leaders, who shall 
hereafter be warrant officers. Appointments shall be 
made by the Secretary of War from among non-commis- 
sioned officers who have’had at least ten years’ enlisted 
service, enlisted men who served as officers of the Army 
at some time between April 6, 1917, and Nov. 11, 1918, 
and whose total service in the Army, enlisted and com- 
missioned, amounts to five years; persons serving or who 
have served as Army field clerks or field clerks, Quarter- 
master Corps; and, in the case of those who are to be 
assigned to duty as band leaders, from among persons 
who served as Army band leaders at some time between 
April 6, 1917, and Nov. 11, 1918, or enlisted men pos- 
sessing suitable qualifications. Hereafter no appoint- 
ments as Army field clerks or field clerks, Quartermaster 
Corps, shall be made. Warrant officers other than those 
of the Army Mine Planter Service, shall receive base pay 
of $1,320 a year and the allowances of a second lieuten- 
ant, shall be éntitled to longevity pay and to retirement 
under the same conditions as commissioned officers; and 
shall take rank next below second lieutenants and among 
themselves according to the dates of their respective 
warrants,” 

As to the appointment of warrant officers, the War 
Department on July 19 directed that a circular be issued 
as follows: Application for appointment as warrant offi- 
cer from all those legally eligible (except for duty as 
band leaders, for whom instructions will be issued later) 
will be received Ly department commanders and the com- 
manding general of the American Forces in Germany 
until Aug. 31, 1920. Applications should be made 
through military channels including, in cases of men 
serving in a staff service, the chief of such service, and 
should contain the following information: (a) Name, 
rank and present organization; (b) complete commis- 
sioned history, including names of immediate command- 
ing officers under whom the applicant has served as an 
officer, with dates; (c) complete enlisted history; ((d) 
first and second choice of branch or arm of service in 
case of appointment; (e) statement as to whether or 
not applicant has made application for a commission. 

For the information of the War Department, the ap- 
plicant’s immediate commanding officer will state whether 
or not the applicant has the necessary qualifications to 
perform the duty of field clerk with a tactical unit. This, 
however, is not.to be construed as the determining fac- 
tor in making appointments, All officers through whom 
applications are forwarded will make recommendations 
for or against the appointment of the applicant, giving 
Teasons therefor. Applications will be forwarded as 
soon as practicable after receipt and in no case later 
than Sept. 10. Applications should be made irrespective 
as to.whether or not application has been made for com- 
mission. Those who have de application for a com- 
mission are assured that applications for appointment 
as warrant officer will not in any way prejudice the for- 
mer, and will be acted upon only in case commission is 
not granted. No appointments as warrant officers will 
be made until after the results of the examinations for 
commissions are announced. Regulations for the mental 
examination of applicants willbe issued later. Those 
applicants who served as officers at some time between 
April 6, 1917, and Noy. 11, 1918, and whose total ser- 
vice, including commissioned, enlisted and field clerk ser- 
vice is five years or more, will be exempted from mental 
examination, provided the records of applicants warrant 
such exemption. All applicatits now in the Service will 
be examined physically at their present stations in ac- 
cordance with the standards of physical examination 
prescribed for acceptance of recruits. The record of this 
examination will accompany the application. Assign- 
ments to branches and arms of the Service of those: ap- 
pointed will be made, so far as practicable, in accordance 
with the choice of applicants as expressed above. Appli- 
cents may decline to accept the appointment at the time 
the same is tendered if they desire.

The mission to Peru already ap- 
pointed will be headed by Comdr. F. B. Freyer, U.S.N., 
and Comdr.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 
Naval Reserve Officers’ Fitness Reports. 

A large number of officers of the U.S. Naval Reserye 
Force will be recalled for active duty for training dur- 
ing the coming fiscal year. All these officers, except those 
in the Construction and Civil Engineering Corps, will 
be required to perform active duty afloat on Navy ves- 
sels. Fitness reports as to Reserve officers must be sub- 
mitted by commanding officers immediately upon the 
completion of the tour of active duty and forwarded to 
the Bureau of Navigation through the commandant of 
the naval district concerned. Fitness reports, complete 
in ali details, will be submitted for all Reserve officers 
recalled to active duty for training, irrespective. of the 
length of time they are ‘dn active duty. It is considered 
that the Reserve Force should be a reserve primarily for 
the sea-going forces, and therefore the reports are to in- 
dicate clearly the value of the services of the officer on 
board ship. This, of course, does not apply to those offi- 
cers in the Naval Reserve Flying Corps. 


Advancement Urged in Navy Ratings. 

In order that boilermakers, blacksmiths and. copper- 
smiths, who have little opportunity to develop or demon- 
strate their ability as executives or leaders of men, may 
have a chance to qualify in a rating which will develop 
these necessary characteristics, the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion has suggested that in order to open the-avenue of 
promotion to the rating of chief petty officer to all men, 
those who cannot be now advanced to the rating of chief 
petty officer be encouraged to qualify as follows: Boiler- 
maker and coppersmith, first class, to qualify as chief 
watertender or chief machinist’s mate; blacksmith, first 
class, to qualify as chief carpenter’s mate or chief ma- 
chinist’s mate; painter and moulder, to qualify as chief 
carpenter’s mate; sailmaker’s mate to qualify as chief 
boatswain’s mate.

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A JAPANESE Spy ROMANCE. 
Capt. Charles Burnett, U.S.A., military attaché at 
the American Embassy at Tokio, appears to have been 
the unconscious victim of a chain of circumstances savor- 
ing of a Phillips Oppenheim diplomatic romance through 
the efforts of a Japanese civilian attached to the Japa- 
nese forces in Siberia to sell to our embassy some Rus- 
sian maps of Siberia. According to a detailed account 
cabled to the Philadelphia Public Ledger by its cor- 
respondent in Tokio, some of the newspapers in the 
Japanese capital printed stories “virtually accusing” 
Captain Burnett of “negetiating improperly for the pur- 
chase of maps of military value from a Japanese sub- 
ject.” The publication of these stories brought from 
Edward Bell, American chargé, a memorandum to the 
Japanese Foreign Office showing that Captain Burnett 
did not attempt to purchase the maps which had been 
offered him by T. Oyama, a nephew of Marshal Oyama, 
commander-in-chief of the Japanese army in the Russo- 
Japanese War. In his memorandum Mr. Bell requested 


the Japanese Foreign Office to give the fullest publicity 
to the facts, but his request was refused for the reason 
that Oyama had been arrested, that his trial was pend- 
ing, and the Japanese press law forbids mention by the 
pewspapers of cases being prepared for trial. 


Accord- 


ing to an Associated Press dispatch from Tokio on July 


10, “the American Em turned over to a 
representative of Oyama some 200 maps of Siberia which 
Oyama had left temporarily in the office of Captain Bur- 
nett, saying he wanted to sell them. Before being able 
to regain mn of the maps, which Captain Bur- 
nett decided were of no value. Oyama was arrested. Vis- 
count Uchida, the Foreign Minister, wrote to Edward 
Bell, the American chargé d'affaires, informing him that 
Oyama in his deposition declared he had left the maps 
in the American Embassy. The Japanese, he said, 
wanted them to use as evidence in the attempt to estab- 
lish the guilt of the defendant.”

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La REVUE pD'INFANTERIE REAPPEARS. 

La Revue d’Infanterie, of the French service, an- 
nounces that it has resumed publication at Paris, under 
the direction of the Ministry of War, after the interrup- 
tion in its appearance due to the war. Charles-Lavau- 
zelle, Paris, are the publishers. The first number re- 


ceived is that of May 15, 1920, the 332d number of the 
twenty-ninth year of this French service monthly. There 
has been an interruption of six years since it last ap- 
peared, an editorial announcement states. There fol- 
low tributes to the Infantry arm by Marshals Foch and 
Petain and General Debeney, who give their views on 
the Infantry branch of their service, as it has emerged 
from the World War, and how its future may be re- 
garded. Marshal Foch observes that the French infan- 
try entered the campaign of 1914 armed with rifles and 
some machine guns. After more than four years of war- 
fare, it finds itself, at the close of hostilities, with its 
number of rifles sensibly reduced, but, on the other hand, 
with a large number of machine guns, automatie rifles, 
grenades and other “engines of accompaniment.” The 
composition of infantry troops at present differs entirely 
from that which existed in 1914, he says. The matériel, 
during the war, developed insensibly, each arm seeking 
to fill its ee role and collaborating in the most exact 
manner. Infantry, in order to be thoroughly conversant 
with the material it uses, he believes will require a sys- 
tem of training far more technical than in the past, when 
it made use solely of the rifle, and also that it may apply 
in the field the instruction received. The instruction of 
infantry units has taken on an importance which con- 
stantly becomes more marked, while its officers gain a 
knowledge of conditions and improvements in other 
armies, lacking which troops may well be led to disaster, 
that is to say, through the destruction of moral force, 
which is the supreme argument in warfare. The Mar- 
shal urges the increasingly thorough instruction of troops 
upon a large scale and on larger fields than formerly. 
Marshal Petain declares that if the complexity of mod- 
ern armament renders more delicate and difficult the 
conditions under which instruction be given infantry, the 
units should never lose sight of the fact that it is with 
the material handled by men that war is conducted, and 
that it is within the solid morale formation of the sol- 
dier that success, above all else, resides. General Deb- 
eney asserts that “infantry remains the queen of bat- 
tles.” During the World War France saw its various 
other branches of the service take their place around the 
infantry. The cavalry, which gave 5,000 officers to the 
infantry branch in the dark hours, when officers for in- 
fantry were so badly needed, finally changed its methods 
so as to be of greater use to infantry. The artillery, by 
its magnificent evolution, aided in the destruction of 
obstacles facing infantry. In the air aviation forces 
aided infantry by means of bombs, machine guns and 
through observation. Modern infantry marches, he 
says, preceded and flanked by projectiles of all calibers, 
and thus brings into action an overpowering fire. It 
has again become the arm of movement; but in all these 
various modes of action, says General Debeney, one alone 
has not changed: the heart, and that remains the most 
important. This was thoroughly demonstrated in the 


World War.

59rH INFANTRY OBSERVES ORGANIZATION Day. 

The 59th Infantry, stationed at Fort Dodge, Iowa, ob- 
served July 18 as organization day. All duty except such 
as was absolutely necessary was suspended, a field meet 
being held in the afternoon, with a banquet, while danc- 
ing took place in the evening. The 59th, organized at 
Gettysburg National Park on June 5, 1917, was formed 
from part of the 4th Infantry and as such has behind it 
the traditions of a regiment which participated in prac- 
tically every war in which the United States has been 
engaged during the last one hundred years. With a small 
nucleus the 59th Regiment was filled up, then reduced 
by transfers to National Army units and again filled up. 
On May 2, 1918, the regiment sailed from Hoboken, N.J., 
and landed in France on May 16. On July 18 the or- 
ganization was for the first time under firg, when the 
Aisne-Marne Allied counter-offensive started. It fought 
in the Bois de Cochelot and on the Vesle river in August, 
losing 280 killed and 1,471 wounded. It fought in the 
St. Mihiel offénsive and in the Meuse-Argonne offensive, 
the total casualties in the latter operation being 212 
killed and 1,068 wound@l, and was in many other ac 
tions. The regiment was in the advance into Germany 
and occupied several towns until it sailed for the United 
States on July 24, 1919, arriving at Hoboken on Aug. 1. 
In four days the demobilization was completed, the or- 
ganization being reduced from more than 3,000 men to 
170. This handful of men then proceeded to Fort Dodge, 
where the regiment has since been stationed, proud of a 
record that is second to none.

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IRetmrep Navy OFFICERS AND ExTRA COMPENSATION. 

Comdr. Frank P. Baldwin, U.S.N., retired, plaintiff 
in a test case against the U.S. Emergency Fleet Corpor- 
ation for the payment of salary, was awarded a decision 
by Justice Thomas J. Bailey in the District Supreme 
Court at Washington, D.C., on July 14. The decision 
makes it lawful for a retired Navy officer to receive sal- 
ary from this corporation when employed by it. Com- 
mander Baldwin, through his counsel, Tucker, Donald- 
son and Stayton, instituted this action for the recovery 
of approximately $400, which represented his. salary for 
one month as acting manager of construction in the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation. In accordance with the 
contractual terms of employment with the corporation, 
Commander Baldwin was paid up to May 1. It was 
alleged by the commander that one mouth of his salary 
was retained by the corporation, claiming this action 
was due to a decision by the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury (printed in our issue of June 12, page 1271), who 
held that a retired Navy officer was not entitled to money 
from the Government for other work or services rendered. 
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ARMY OFFICERS—ATTENTION! 
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The Emergency Fleet Corporation in its reply to the 
action declared it had no defense to offer. Attorney 
James B. Archer, under direction of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, appeared in behalf of the Government. Commander 
Baldwin brought the suit as a test of the Comptroller’s 
decision in which several retired Navy officers are in- 
terested, having been separated from their positions with 
the ‘ened Fleet Corporation without pay for one 
month. 
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Ex-ServicE MEN WANTED By U.S. Surpprne Boarp. 
Writing from Newport News, Va., under date of July 
14, Mr. F. J. Walcott, custodian, informs us that the 
United States Shipping Board has decided to lay up tem- 
porarily in the James river, Virginia, the inactive wooden 
ships, and it is desired to give employment to ex-Service 
men as caretakers and watchmen and engineers force. 


The duties of deck officers looking after the above ships 
can readily be performed by ex-warrant officers, or chief 
petty officers, of deck division. The engineers’ duties 
can be looked after by ex-warrant machinists, or ex-chief 
machinists’ mates, first class, or water tenders and oilers. 
These positions offer good pay and subsistence. Men 
who desire to make application for above positions should 
communicate with the Wooden Ship Division, Room No. 
413, First National Bank Building, Newport, News, Va. 
These positions are also open to ex-Coast Guards, and 
members of the life-saving crew. Preference will be 
given at all times to men who have had previous service 
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under the aforementioned departments. No license is 
required to fill these positions. 
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SaLe or U.S. SupmMARgIne CHASERS. 

The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, Navy Depart- 
ment, has issued an attractive illustrated catalog of 
twelve pages giving interesting details as to the sale of 
submarine chasers. Pictures of the chasers and a descrip- 
tion and plans are published of the boats, together with 
a price list, etc. These motorboats are described as 
staunch sea-going wooden-hulled vessels, 110 feet in 
length, with a breadth of fifteen feet four and three- 
quarter inches, with quarters for twenty-six to twenty- 
eight persons. They are equipped with standard marine 
gas engines and have a full speed of eighteen knots. They 
can be converted into pleasure yachts, fishing or cargo 
boats, ete., and have a cruising radius of 1,200 miles. 
The boats cost criginally $80,000 each, and the average 
selling price is $12,000, due solely to the fact that the 
Navy is no longer hunting U-boats and consequently has 
no use for them. An inspection of the boats is invited, 
and the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts will furnish 
catalogs to all interested. If bought for cash the pur- 
chaser will save from $400 to $700 per boat. 
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FRENCH Honors FoR CHATEAU-THIERRY. 

By order of the French government the battle field at 
Chateau-Thierry, where so many American soldiers fell 
in the World War, was honored on July 18, when the 
Croix de Guerre and the decoration of the Legion d’Hon- 
neur, were conferred upon the town of Chateau-Thierry, 
says an Associated Press dispatch. The decorations were 
given in honor of Hill 204,*where the Americans and 
French, under the French Generals Degoutte and Man- 
gin, began their attack in the second battle of the Marne 
on July 18, 1918. The ceremony of presentation took 
place on top of the hill, and at the base of the monument 
erected in memory of the men who fell in the fight. Min- 
ister of War Lefevre, Generals Mangin and Degoutte 
and U.S. Ambassador Hugh C. Wallace were present and 
made addresses appropriate to the occasion. Earlier in 
the day M. Lefevre visited the cemetery at Belleau Wood, 
where 4,000 American soldiers are buried, and placed 
a bronze palm at the foot of the flagstaff from which flew 
the American flag. 
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SALVATION ARMY “HOSTEL.” 

Some time in September there will be dedicated in 
Waukegan, Ill, a new Salvation Army “hostel” for 
active and former Service men, specially designdd to 
give them many comforts and home atmosphere. The 
building which will supplant the hostel now gt 222 
Washington street is already up. It has been planned to 
give adequate service especially to the Great Lakes 
Naval Training Station, who come from every county in 
the state, as well as ffom various other states. In the 
new hostel there will be eighty-four private rooms with 
hot and cold running water, steam heat, clothes closets, 
reading lights and modern sanitary furniture; dormi- 
tories with accommodations for 250; recreation room, 
with piano, phonograph, magazine racks, games and 
bowling alley; lunch counter and cafeteria; sun parlor 
and winter tea room; reception room, 30 by 60 feet; 
library, writing room and music room; a wing where 
rooms will be set apart for visiting friends and relatives 
of Service men. 
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CALIFORNIA ALMOND GROWING. 

Of an advertisement of an almond growing associa- 
tion an Army officer writes: “My investigation was made 
by a resident of California and while there was no criti- 
cism on the actual work of the association in the field, 
both the Department of Agriculture of the State of Cali- 
fornia and the College of Agriculture of the University of 
California indicated that the profits assured were much 
higher than can be reasonably expected and the State 
Department of Agriculture indicated that one should be 
particularly cautious in going into the almond growing 
business. I would advise that anyone who contemplates 
going into this project should do all of his investigating 
before he pays any money and that he should insist on 
seeing all the contract forms which might be used in the 
transaction before making the initial payment.”

-A CHAMPION ARMY RECRUITER. 


The Army Recruiting News, published by the War 
Department, of July 10, states that Sergt. Edward Bent- 
ley, of Headquarters Troop, 1st Division, at Camp Zach- 
ary Taylor, Ky., is the “world’s champion recruiter,” 
having obtained 114 three-year recruits in a little more 
than two months. Traveling on foot through the moun- 
tains of Kentucky, no other means of transportation be- 
ing available, he sent to his organization, during May 
alone, 100 recruits, all of whom were accepted. Before 
entering the Army Sergeant Bentley was a law student 
at the University of Chicago. The News observes: “Be- 
yond the peradventure of a reasonable doubt this ex- 
embryo barrister is the best recruiter whose name ever 
decorated a duty roster.”
